WASHINGTON, Sept. 12.—At the close 
of the first day of the Schley court of 
inquiry the inquiry stands indefinitely 
postponed, because of the elimination 
from the court of Rear Admiral Henry 
L. Howison, upon the challenge by Rear 
Admiral Schley of his fitness to serve. 

Assistant Secretary Hackett refused to 
say whether any names have been under 
consideration for the third place on the 
court in case Rear Admiral Howison was 
not allowed to serve. He said that when 
he had any announcement to make on 
the subject he would make it to the 
court, 

No further session is probable until 
the early part of next week. 

Everybody had been prepared for the 
challenge. The witness, Frost, a reporter 
for The Boston Record, was expected to 
tell, as he did, the incident of his finter- 
view with Howison soon after the battle 
at Santiago. It was news to most of the 
Spectators to learn that the interview 
had first been printed without carrying 
the name of the Rear Admiral, to pro- 
tect him from annoyance, and that only 
after his selection by Mr. Hackett to 
serve upon the court was the fact made 
known that Howison had revealed his 
strong preference for Sampson, as com- 
pared with Schley. No one except the 
counse] for the applicant, and the ap- 
plicant himself, knew what was to come 
from the other witnesses, whose names 
had hardly been mentioned. 

When Admiral Dewey entered the 
court room from the dressing rooms, he 
walked across to Rear Admiral Schley 
and. cordially shook his hand. Schley 
employed a few moments while waiting 
for the court to open in visiting the re- 
porters who were nearest to the seats 
for his counsél"and chatting with them 
in turn. Then he greeted several of the 
spectators, including some ladies. Rear 
Admiral Watson found opportunity after 
the adjournment to engage in conversa- 
tion with Schley. Schiey and Howison 
then also held a conversation that ap- 
peared to be cordial. 


ALACRITY OF THE COURT. 


The alacrity with which the court 
reaches its decisions surprised many law- 
vers. The first instance was when Capt. 
Lemiy made a fight to keep Howison’s 
reply out until after Mr. Rayner had 
made his argument. Capt. Lemly and Mr. 
Rayner argued the question, Lemly hold- 
ing that a member of the court had the 
right to reserve his statement until he 
had heard everything against him, and 
Rayner contending that he could not re- 
serve it until after he had heard the ar- 
gument of counsel. While the battle was 
going on, and just as Lemly was rising 
as if for another statement, Admiral 
Dewey leaned over to Rear Admiral Ben- 
ham, whispering to him, received a nod 
in the affirmative, raised his hand, and 
announced that Rear Admiral Howison 
would make his answer before the argu- 
ment of counsel. Howison instantly dic- 
tated his statement to a stenographer, 


and was back with it as soon as the lat- | 


ter could dash it off on the typewriting 
machine, which was in about fifteen min- 
utes, 

When Admiral Dewey and Rear Ad- 
miral Benham retired to consider the 
question whether Howison should be al- 
lowed to serve or not, the spectators, 
with the experience of civil courts be- 
fore their minds, scattered and went out 
to smoke and talk, and many of them 
went home, under the impression that 
the court would be in recess an hour or 
more. In a little more than five minutes 
Admiral Dewey and Rear Admiral Ben- 
ham came in. Admiral Dewey called the 
court to order and announced in a brief, 
businesslike sentence, that the challenge 
Was sustained and that an adjournment

Anarchist Editor Locked Up at 
Police Headquarters. 


Complaint Based on Recent Editorial 
in His Paper “ Freiheit” Advo- 
cating Murder. 


Johann Most, the Anarchist, and editor 
of the Anarchistic organ, Freihelit, was ar- 
rested last night in a saloon at 69 Gold 
Street, over which are the offices of his 
newspaper. Most had consumed one glass 
of beer and had called for another when 
Central Office Detectives Krauch and Fern- 
eisén stepped forward and told him he was 
under arrest. Most protested volubly 
against his apprehension, but the detectives 
paid no attention to the protests. He was 
at once taken to Police Headquarters and 
locked up as a suspicious person. He was 
not allowed to receive any callers or make 
any statement, Capt. Titus declaring that 
he would not allow Most to pose as a mar- 
tyr for those who sympathize with hit and 
his principles. 

The complaint against Most, which covers 
five and a half type-written pages, ig, based 
on an editorial jrhich Most printed in the 
Freiheit on Sept. 7. 

When Capt. Titus was seen last night 
after the arrest of Most, he held a copy of 
the obnoxious neWspaper in his hands. 

“There ig a place on North Brother Isl- 
and for those suffering from smallpox and 
contagious diseases, and other places for 
those who are insane and those murder- 
ously inclined, and we believe we can find 
a place for men who publish such articles 
as this.” As he spoke he waved the news- 
paper, 

Capt. Titus said that when Most was tak- 
en to Headquarters he protested that he 
had committed no crime, and that all that 
had appeared in his newspaper were simply 
opinions in a new guise that had been 
printed and re-printed and voiced thou- 
sands of times in the last fifty years. The 
offensive editorial is in part as follows: 

The greatest of all follies in the world is the 
belief that there can be a crime of any sort 
against despots and their accomplices. Such 
a bellef is in itself a crime, Despots are out- 
Jaws; they are in human shape what the tiger 
fs among beasts—to spare them is a crime. 
As despots make use of everything, treachery, 
poison, murder, &c., so_ everything should be 
employed against them. Yes, the erime directed 
against them ts not merely a right; it is also 
the duty of every one who has the opportunity 
to carry it out, and it will be his glory if it is 
ruccessful, 

It ix only with regard to men that there ts a 
morality of consideration; the morality against 
beasts is annihilation. The laws of despots are 
rothing more than decrees of the sword; their 
property of nothing but robbery; their punish- 
ment nothing but murder. No man can be a 
criminal against tier laws; against their mur- 
derous lives the revolutionary can be but a 
liberator of mankind. In all conflicts between 
reaction and revolution, as @ matter of course 
the reaction is the assailant. Revolution is noth- 
ing but defense, Murder as an instrument ot 
defense is not merely allowed; it is a duty 
toward society when It is directed against a 
professional murderer. — 

We know our enemies; 
and everywhere personally. There can be ab- 
solutely no excuse if they are again spared. 
Whatever stands on the other side of the line 
which divides the camp of the ruling possessors 
of power from that oe people — — auey 
the ban. Let the people carry out the sentence. 

The road of humanity leads over the peaks 
of barbarity. That is once for all a law of 
necessity dictated by the reaction. We cannot 
get around it, since -we will not give up_ the 
future. If we wish to attain the end we must 
wish for the means also; if we. wish the lite 
of peoples we must wish the death of their 
enemies If we wish for humanity we are 
obliged to wish for murder, We say: Murder 
the murderers. Save humanity by blood and 
steel, poison and dynamite.’’ 

Most lives at 875 Fifteenth Street, Brook- 
lyn, and is fifty-five years old. He has 
been arrested several times as a result of 
his radical utterances. According to the 
Police Headquarters records, he was ar- 
rested in 1886 for making inflammatory 
speeches at 34 Seventh Avenue, Recorder 
Smyth sentenced him to one years im- 
prisonment and to pay a fine of $500, In 
1887 he was again arrested at 34 Seventh 
Avenue and charged with being the cafise 
of an unlawful assembly and inciting to 
violence. He was found guilty by Judge 
Cowing and sentenced to one year's im- 
prisonment. In 1891 he was again arrested 
but was not convicted. 

Capt. Titus spent several hours at Police 
Headquarters last night, which is contrary 
to his usual custom, When asked if he ex- 
pected more Anarchists to be brought in, 
he did not reply in the affirmative, but 
smiled and said he did not know. He did 
intend, he said, however, to stay at Head- 
quarters until a late hour. 

A Gold Street saloon keeper said last 
night that meetings were held on Tuesday 
and Friday nights in the building at 69 
Gold Street, in which Herr Most's news- 
paper is edited. As many as 100 men and 
women, the saloon keeper said, attended 
the meetings.

PRESIDENT’S CONDITION 
NOT SO SATISFACTORY. 


Solid Food Produces Intestinal Toxemia 
—Pulse Higher—Another Physician 
Called In—Cathartics Fail 
to Act. 


Special to The New York Times. 


BUFFALO, Sept. 12.—The President's 
progress had been so rapid and encour- 
aging that a bulletin issued at 8:30 
o'clock to-night announcing that he was 

| not so well and that his food had not 
agreed with him caused a shock. The 
experiment of nourishing the President 
through the mouth was forced on the 
physicians earlier than they had intend- 
ed to try it. The other method caused ir- 
ritation and occasionally the nourish- 
ment was ejected. When food was given 
through the mouth the physicians found 
that the President was eager for it, and 
in the beginning it agreed with him well. 
Late this afternoon it became evident 
; that the chicken broth, toast, and coffee 
had distressed him, and another physi- 


cian was called into consultation. This 
was Dr. Charles D. Stockton, who stands 


in the front rank of general practition- 
ers and is an expert on the functions of 
the stomach? Dr. Stockton advised that 
the President’s food be stopped. 
Following the bulletin a statement in 
explanation was made by a member of 
the Milburn household saying, ‘“‘ The re- 
tention of food is causing restlessness 
and is supposed to be largely responsible 
for some of the unsatisfactory conditions 
to-night. Dr. Stockton was called in be- 
cause he is an eminent general practi- 
tioner. All the others in the case are sur- 
geons. The surgical end of the case is 
coming on satisfactorily, and the sur- 
geons Wanted to fortify their own judg- 
ment with the advice of the general 
practitioner. The time is now come for 
building up the President’s system. Dr. 
Stockton will remain through the night.” 


CATHARTICS ADMINISTERED. 


Oil and calomel were administered to 
the President. The physicians left the 
house by a rear door and escaped the 
reporters for the time being. Later, 
when Dr. Mynter was asked, he said the 
President's condition was not alarming. 
His trouble was intestinal toxemia. Dr. 
Park said cathartics had been given to 
the President during the day, and before 
Dr. Stockton was called in, but they had 
not acted. 

Dr. Mann said: “* The President shows 

, Symptoms of slight intestinal toxemia. 
His bowels must be thoroughly cleaned 
out.” 

Asked about the high pulse indicated, 
Dr. Mann said: ‘“‘ That is puzzling. We 
think it is due to the toxemia.” 

Secretaries Wilson and Hitchcock left 
the Milburn home at 10:50 o'clock. 
“ There is nothing alarming about this,” 
said Secretary Wilson, ‘and I am not 
concerned. The trouble is confined en- 
tirely to the stomach. It had lain idle 
for several days, and it seems natural 
that there should be a little trouble. The 
wound is not affected in any way, We 
are leaving for the night.” 

Secretary Cortelyou, after the consulta- 
tion of the physicians to-night, said: 

“The bulletin tells the story. The 
President’s condition is not so favorable 
to-night as it was last night. The nour- 
ishment he took to-day did not agree with 
him. There is trouble with the bowels, 
and that is why Dr. Charles D. Stockton, 
a successful specialist in bowel diseases, 
was called in.

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HE ASKED FOR A CIGAR. 


Dr. Park and Dr. Wasdin, who followed 
Dr. Mynter, confirmed the statement that 
the President this morning had taken solid 
food for the first time. Dr. Mann, who rée= 
mained for some time after the other doc- 
tors had gone, said that the patient could 
not bé doing better. ‘‘ Why, he even asked 
for a cigar,” said he, jJaughing heartily, 
‘but he will have to walt a while yet be- 
fore we allow him to smoke." 

Dr. McBurney did not leave the Milburn 
residence until 10:30 A. M. Dr. McBurney 
told the newspaper men that the Presi- 
dent’s condition had materially Improved 
since last night. 

“ 4 breakfast of toast, coffee, and chicken 
broth,” said he, “is a pretty substantial 
meal. We have demonstrated now that the 
stomach is performing its natural functions 
and that he can take a large amount of 
nourishment. That is a great step. As 
long as he can eat he is all right. We are 
looking for an egg,"’ he said smiling, “ and 
if we can find a real hen’s egg, fresh laid 
for invalids, we will give it to him soft 
boiled. When he had finished his meal 
this morning he told me he would like a 
mild cigar. I replied: ‘ Well, Mr. Presi- 
dent, you cannot have one, but I can.’ The 
President smiled, and told me I could find 
all I desired down stairs.” 

When asked how long it will be before 
the President will be able to sit up, Dr. 
McBurney replied: : 

‘It is merely a matter of mechanics, 
So far as his general condition is concerned 
he would be able to sit up long before we 
will allow him to do so. The wound must 
heal tight. He is like a man with his vest 
open.”

A CABINET CONFERENCE. 


Before Secretary Root’s departure for the 
Hast at 1 o'clock this afternoon, a confer- 
ence of the members of the Cabinet was 
held at the Buffalo Club. Secretaries Wil- 
son, Smith, Hitchcock, and Root were pres- 


ent, and it was agreed that in the interest 
of the President’s speedy recovery, no mem- 
ber of the Cabinet would see him for a week 
at least, and none would be the first per- 
son, outside those now having the entrée, 
to see him. It is the purpose of the Cabi- 
net to keep the President's mind free from 
the duties of State as long as possible, and 
they believe that an interview with a Cabi- 
net member might force them upon him. 

Dr. McBurney before he left advised that 
the President be not permitted to leave the 
Milburn house until he was able to walk 
without support or assistance, and he vent- 
ured the further caution that even walks 
or drives be discouraged until the Presi- 
dent had attained that strength.

THE OPERATION THAT 
FOLLOWED THE SHOOTING.

Account Prepared by a Buffalo Phy- 
sicilan Who Was Present. 


The New York Medical Journal, in its is- 
sue this week, will print the following ac- 
eéunt of the operation upon President Me- 
Kinley following his shooting at Buffalo 
last Friday. This report is furnished by 
a Buffalo physician who was present at the 
operation. Beginning with the arfival of 
the President at the hospital, the account 
Baye: 

“The hospital internes removed the Pres- 
ident’s clothing, ascertained the location of 
the wound, and made ready fot the sur- 
geons who had been summoned by tele- 
phohe. Dr. Edward C. Mann administered 
one-fourth of a grain of morphine hypo- 
dermically, which served a good purpose 
in alleviating nerve strain. 

“Dr. N. W. Wilson, sanitary officer of 
the Exposition, was at a remote part of the 
grounds making an inspectién When he 
Was notified by one of the guards of the 
injury to.the President. Dr. | Wilson pro- 
ceeded to the hospital, and, by virtue of his 
office, assumed contro] pending the arrival 
of the surgeons. This was at 4:35 P. M. 

“The first to arrive was Dr. Herman 
Mynter, who brought with him Dr. Bugene 


Wasdin of the Marine Hospital Service. Dr. 
Mynter saw the serious nature of the 
wound, informed the President that the op- 
efation Was necessary, and set about the 
usual preparations for an abdominal sec- 


Wilson, the internes, and the 
nurses Were ail actively at work further- 
ing the preparations when Dr. Matthew 
D. Mann, Profes*or of Obstetrics and 
Gynaecology in the Medical Department of 
the University of Buffalo, arrived at the 
hospital, which was a few minutes after 4 
o'clock. In five minutes more Dr. John 
Parmenter, Professor of Anatomy and 
Clinieal Surgery in the institution above 
mentioned, came into the hospital. In ten 
minutes more Dr. Mann had made himself 
ready, and by common consent of the sur- 

eons, together with the approval of the 

-resident and his advisers, proceeded with 
the operation. 

“At Dr. Mann's request Dr. Wasdin as- 
sumed charge of the anaesthetic and began 
the administration of ether at 5:20, one 
hour and fifteen minutes after the wound 
was inflicted. Dr. Wilson was asked to 
keep the record, Dr. Mynter to stand op- 
yoSite the operator as first assistant, and 

r. Parmenter to stand next to Dr. Mann 
ag consultant and assistant. Dr. B. W. Lee 
of St. Louis, a visitor at the Exposition, 
who came to the hospital before the other 
surgeons arrived, was asked by Dr. Mann 
to Stand next to Dr. Mynter as an addi- 
tional assistant. Dr. P. M. Rixey, who 
was summoned from the Milburn home, 
whither he went in company with Mrs, 
McKinley, arrived just as the operation be- 


gan. 

“Dr. Roswell Park had gone to Niagara 
Falls, and a special train to bring him 
to Buffalo was ordered by Harry Parry, 
General Agent of the New York Central 


Railway. 

“It should be mentioned that the first 
or uppermost shot went through the Presi- 
dent’s clothing and made an abrasion about 
the eentre of the sternum. The bullet was 
found inside the waistcoat, and did no 
esséntial harm. The clothing was burned 
by - explosion of the powder at this 
point. 

“The President took the ether kindly 
and was well under its influence within 
the next ten minutes, The abdomen hav- 
ing been aseptically prepared, an incision 
three inches long was made perpendicular 
to the body and » et the opening made 
by the ball—a .33 calibre—that was 1l0- 
cated four inches below the left nipple 
and an inch and a half to the left of the 
median line. 

“The incision went through a deep layer 
of fat before the peritonaeum was reached, 
hence the incision was enlarged another 
inch. 

“A piece of cloth—probably a bit of un- 
dershirt—was found in the track of the 
missile, which looked as if it had been 
‘punched out’ by the bullet. 

“Upon opening the peritonaeum a bullét 
hole was discovered in the anterior central 
portion of the stomach. 
drawn up into the operation wound, and 
the rforation, after examination, was 
closed with a double row of silk sutures. 

‘A ittle oozing of the stomach contents 
had oecurred through the opening—all of 
which was wiped away. A further enlarge- 
ment of the incision now became necessary 
in order to examine the dorsam of 
stomach, upon which another opening was 
found. This was sutured in manner like 
unto the first, and the sluggish hands on 
the clock marked 6:12. 

“The intestines were examined for pos- 
sible wounds, but, happily, none was found, 
and these were wrapped in moist, hot tow- 
els. A previous hyperdomatic injection had 
been made, and now 25 minims of brandy 
were similarly administered. 

"A further search for the missile failed 
to discover it, but it became apparent that 
{t had done no other vital damage, with the 
strong probability that it lost itself in the 
thick lumbar muscles. 

“Dr., Roswell Park arrived about this 
time—6:25—and joined the staff as con- 
gultant. The abdominal cavity was flushed 
with normal salt solution, and the closure 
began. Seven deep siikworm gut sutures

SECRETARY ROOT OPTIMISTIC. 


Returning from Buffalo, He Says that 
the President Will Sit Up in 


Three Weeks. 

Secretary of War Elihu Root, one of the 
first members of the Cabinet to leave Buf- 
falo after the crisis in the President's con- 
dition, reached the city on the Empire State 
Express last night. He was accompanied 
by his physician, Dr. George A. Dixon of 
15 West Forty-ninth Street. Dr. Charles 
McBurney had traveled with Secretary 
Root and Dr. Dixon as far as Albany, 
where he took a train to a suburban town. 

Mr. Root, upon reaching the city, went 
at once to his home, 25 Hast Sixty-seventh 
Street. It was expected that he would go 
to Washington, but he said that he had no 
intention of going there just at present. 


Concerning the President's condition, Mr. 
Root said: 

“When I left Buffalo at 1 o'clock this 
afternoon the President was resting com- 
fortably, and a general air of optimism 
seemed to pervade all quarters. 1 was as- 
sured by Dr. McBurney that the Presi- 
dent’s recovery was but a question of a 
few weeks, and that there was every rea- 
son for believing that the recovery would 
be complete.” 

**How long before the President will be 
able to sit up?"’ Mr. Root was asked. 

““It will be about three weeks, the doc- 
tors tell us. They say that as the wound 
is a vertical one, if the President sits up 
prematurely the newly grown flesh is lia- 
ble to tear. The patient must stay in a re- 
clining position until the wound is fully 
healed.” 

“How long before the President will be 
able to transact any public business? ”’ 

‘That is impossible to say. No members 
of the Cabinet have as yet been permitted 
to see him. It is of the greatest importance 
that anything that might excite the Presi- 
dent or cause him any great mental exer- 
tion be kept from him for the present.’ 

_“* Were any Cabinet meetings held in 
Buffalo?" 

“None at all of a formal nature. The 
members of the Cabinet were together a 
great deal, of course, but no official busi- 
ness was transacted,."’ 

Mr. Root said that some of the members 
of the Cabinet would remain in Buffalo 
until the President was removed to Wash- 
ington, but that the entire official family 
would not return unless especially sum- 
moned because of some emergency in the 
President's case. He sald that the virtual 
capital of the Nation, however, would re- 
main in Buffalo for several weeks, as yet. 

‘Did the members of the Cabinet con- 
sider any legislation that might be recom- 
mended to deal with future anarchistic 
attempts, such as that made upon the 
President?’’ was asked, 

“No. It appears that the State authori- 
ties are perfectly able to deal with pres- 
ent emergencies. The Buffalo police are 
displaying commendable efforts in the 
present case, and no outside intervention 
seems to be necessary.”’ 


NO EVIDENCE AGAINST 
EMMA GOLDMAN. 


Nevertheless the Buffalo Authorities 
Hope that Some Way Will Be 
Found to Hold Her. 


BUFFALO, Sept. 12.—District Attorney 
Pennéy announced publicly this afternoon 
that he had no evidence against Emma 
Goldman, and that unless something of im- 
portance turned up no requisition upon the 
State of INinols would be made for her. 
This does not mean that the bottom has 


dropped out of the conspiracy theory, as 
some are prepared to hastily assume. It 
simply means that no evidence has yet 
been secured to connect her with the crime. 
If she is released she will be kept under 
the closest surveillance. 

There is a hope here, however, that some 
way will be found to hold her at least until 
investigations now in progress by the Se- 
cret Service people in all the principal cities 
where Anarchist organizations exist are 
completed. She was arrested, the police 
say, wholly upon the responsibility of the 
Chicago police under the general order sent 
out by’ Superintendent Bull to apprehend all 
persons who might have knowledge of the 
attempted assassination. 


ARRESTED ON SUSPICION. 


Buffalo Friend of Emma Goldman Ap- 
prehended in Chicago. 


Special to The New York Times. 
BUFFALO, Sept. 13. — Superintendent 
Bull was advised by wire at midnight that 
the Chicago police have arrested Dr. 
Isaac Saylin of Buffalo, who is known to 
be a friend of Emma Goldman, and who 
left Buffalo hastily on the night of the 


attempted assassination of the President. 

Dr. Saylin keeps a drug store at 1,392 
Broadway, which is close to the Nowak 
Hotel, where Czolgosz stopped. He is 
known to have talked to Emma Goldman 
on the telephone when she was at Roches- 
ter, and to have sent her money. 


LAWS FOR ANARCHISTS. 


Will Be Passed, Says Republican State 
Committeeman Dunn. 
Chairman George W. Dunn of the Repub- 
lican State Committee said at the Fifth 

Avenue Hotel last night: 

** We have no room for Anarchists tn this 
country, and while I do not speak with 
authority, my belief is that the next Leg- 
islature will pass a bill which will provide 


for very drastic, treatment of any one 
known to be imbued with the spirit of 
anarchy. 

“ Our laws just now do not meet the re- 
quirements, but it will be no difficult mat- 
ter to secure legislation which will induce 
the most rabid Anarchists to believe that 
New York is not a very comfortable place 
of sojourn for them. 

“JT don’t know what punishment should 
be provided, but it cannot be made too 
severe. 


Will Watch for Anarchist Taffai, 


Commissioner of Immigration Fitchie 
was asked yesterday if he would take any 
precautions In regard to the reported com- 
ing to this country of the Anarchist Taffal, 
who is sald to have been a friend of Bresci, 
and who, according to a cable dispatch in 


the morning papers yesterday, has declared 
his intention of coming to America. Mr. 
Fitchie said he would look out for the man 
and should he land at this port he will be 
detained. Taffai, according to the dis- 
pets, has been expelled from Switzer- 
and.

UNION LEAGUE CLUB’S TRIBUTE. 


Resolutions Passed Expressing Joy at 
Escape of the President. 

At the regular monthly meeting of the 
Union League Club, held last night, which 
was the first meeting of the club since 
June, the sole topic of discussion was the 


attempt to assassinate President McKin- 
ley, and Gen. Wager Swayne offered the 
following set of resolutions, which were 
passed unanimously: 


Resolved, That for President McKinley's es- 
cape from instant death, for his rally from the 
shock of wounds, for his progressive improve- 
ment and prospective full recovery, we offer 
and express our reverent gratitude to God, 

Resolved, That the personal character dis- 
closed by his fmmediate solicitude that mercy 
be shown to the assassin, and that tender care 
be used in giving information to his wife, to- 
gether with his simple manliness amid the cir- 
cumstances which he next had to endure, has {m- 
pressed his countrymen anew with a strong sense 
of qualities in him such as fitly adorn the Chief 
Magistrate of the Republic. 

Resolved, That the attempt to murder in him 
the President of the United States was an at- 
tempt to kill the Institutions of the country, to 
annihilate all patriotism, and to make order and 
security impossible. The fact that three times 
within the memory of men not old, the Chief 
Executive has been the mark of the assassin 
demands new public zeal against anarchic pas- 
sion,, and that the penalty for levying war or 
aiding public enemies shall be made applicable 
also to attacks by individuals upon the public 
representative. 

Resolved, That as a club which originated in 
desire for the welfare of the Union, and which 
tands for what ts best in its obligations and 
raditions, we send to President McKinley the 
tribute of our sympathy in his suffering, and 
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also of our rejoicing over the new place in the 
country’s heart which henceforth will be his, 


ROSH HOSHONAH BEGINS TO-DAY. 


Jews Will Offer Prayers of Thanksgiv- 
ing for President’s Escape. 

The feast of Rosh Hoshonah, or the He- 
brew New Year, which begins at sundown 
to-day, will be observed with unusual 
heartiness among the Hebrews this year. 
On all such occasions prayers for the Pres- 
ident of the United States are offered up 
in the synagogues, but to-night special 
prayers of thanksgiving will rise from hun- 
dreds of synagogues, large and small, 
throughout the city for the escape from 
death of President McKinley at the hands 
of a would-be assassin. Not only the regu- 
lar synagogues, but theatres, lecture rooms, 
ana halls, will be used as places of wor- 
ship. 

The feast of Rosh Hoshonah begins the 
Hebrew holidays, which last for about six 
weeks. The feast of Yom Kippur, or the 
Day of Atonement, takes place on Sept. 
23. After it comes the feast of Taber- 
nacles, or Succoth, during which orthodox 
Hebrews live in booths or tents. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 12.—The State De- 
partment has received the following, under 
date of Philadelphia, Sept. 9:

AWAITING CROKER’S RETURN. 


Tammany Braves in State of Perturba- 
tion Over What the “ Chief” May 
Do When He Arrives. 

Richard Croker’s arrival on the Lucania 
to-morrow is being anxiously awaited by 
many of the Tammany politicians. A meet- 
ing of the Tammany Hatl Executive Com- 
mittee will be held this afternoon at the 
Wigwam. It was said yesterday that ar- 
rangements would be made for minor de- 
tails of the primaries to be held on Tues- 
day next, and also to have the district 
leaders make up lists of men who should 
be appointed deputies under Superintend- 
ent of Elections John McCullagh. Richard 
Croker refused to name any deputies under 
Superintendent McCullogh for two years, 

but now the places are eagerly sought. 

A pleasant bit of news was conveyed to 
John F. Carroll yesterday. It was that 
this year there will be only about half the 
number of McCullagh deputies in New York 
City, and of this number Tammany Hall 
will be entitled to hal&the appointments. 

One of the first appeals which will be 
made to Mr. Croker on Saturday will be 
by the friends of ex-Judge Divver of the 
Second Assembly District. The factional 
fight between the followers of Councilman 
Foley and Patrick J. Divver has become so 
hot that the Divver men want Mr. Croker 
to “pull Foley out of the race,"’ as was 
done in a previous contest in this district. 
Now that Senator '‘Tim’"’ Sullivan and all 
the other Sullivans have taken a hand this 
year to help Councilman Foley win, it is 
predicted by the leaders that Mr. Croker 
will not interfere. 

Lawrence Delmour said yesterday that 
there would be no reception to Mr. Croker 
on his arrival at the pier. He said: 

“Whoever wants to go down to the plier 
will be welcome if he is a friend of the 
‘Chief.’ Now there are a great many lead- 
ers of Tammany Hall, but just as soon as 
Mr. Croker steps his foot ashore there will 
be only one leader. He can settle more 
fights and more trouble in the shortest time 
of any, man in the political history of New 
Yor Bay 

The Tammany leaders were busy discuss- 
ing yesterday how Mr. Croker would 
“bump some of the leaders’ heads togeth- 
er’’ when he arrived. Just what leaders 
are in for a “bumping” is not known. 
About the only difference which Mr. Cro- 
ker has to settle is with some of the polli- 
ticlans who have been circulating the story 
that if Mr. Croker returned to this country 
his presence would endanger the success of 
the Tammany ticket'this Fall, 


Reform Should Be Reasonable, He Inti- 
mates—Wise Police and Tenement 


Commissioners Needed. 


Capt. F, Norton Goddard was the speak- 
er last night at the regular meeting of the 
Union Republican Club of the Thirty-fifth 
Assembly District, at their new quarters, 
1,004 Boston Road. 

E. H. Healy, the leader of the district, 
introduced Capt. Goddard, and his remarks 
were frequently interrupted by applause. 

As Capt. Goddard is more than a possi- 
bility as the antl-Tammany nominee for 
Mayor, his speech was generally accepted 
as a declaration of principles. In part, he 
said: , 


‘“‘T wonder whether you, up here in the 
Thirty-fifth Assembly District have this 
difficulty to contend with, namely, that a 
certain class of people feel that we want 
them to be too good. For some time [ think 
that a certain part of the people down in 
the Twentieth didn’t know what to make of 
my attack on policy. I think they thought 
that next I would be interfering with bar- 
bers or delicatessen ctores keeping open 
on Sunday. 

“The fact is there has been altogether too 
much reform of the wrong kind, and it has 
made the people a little bit sore. Practical 
politicians should take hold of the question 
of reform and show how it can be accom- 
ished without interfering with people's 
iberty to do what they please, so long as 
oe don't interfere with somebody else’s 
rights. 

“fam almost prepared to think that re- 
form, as the thing is understood in this 
town, can only be satisfactorily carried out 
by politicians, and in this sense a politician 
is a man who has an intimate, personal 
acquaintance with a very large number of 
people in all different kinds of occupations 
and stations in life—a politician of the right 
kind is an essentially reasonable man, and 
I think he is responsible largely because of 
his very great experience with very great 
numbers of people; and therefore the great 
run of people would be very much more 
ready to accept reform from the hands of 
a practical politician, for the very reason 
that they know it would be carried out in 
a broad-minded, liberal, common-sense 
way, by a man who knew their life as they 
lived it, and with whom they could have a 
feeling of fellowship and confidence. A 

“ There is no doubt in the world that peo- 
sle who live in tenements in New York 
ive under conditions that are absolutely 
intolerable, and I sincerely hope that the 
tenement house law, Which goes fully into 
effect on Jan. 1, will prove to be a prac- 
tical remedy for these outrageous condi- 
tions, and that it will deserve to win the 
approval and support of the people of the 
State. 

‘From my experience, and from what I 
learned while serving on the Tenement 
House Commission, | am prepared to say 
that a righteous and fearless Police Com- 
missioner and a humane and wise Tene- 
ment House Commissioner are the two 
most important selections the next Mayor 
will have to make.”

referred to the Admiral as “ the accused.” 
Admiral Dewey premptly called his atten- 
tion to the error, and the Judge Advocate 
General corrected it, referring to him then 
as “the applicant.”’ 

Mr. Francis A. Frost of The Boston 
Record, who had reported a conversation 
with Rear Admiral Howison, in which the 
latter was alleged to have made reflections 
upon Admiral Schley, was called to the 
stand, 

The witness explained the nature of his 
duties in securing news from the Charles- 
town Navy Yard. He then detailed the 
conversation he is said to have had with 
Rear Admiral Howison., This occurred, he 
said, in the Commandant’'s office, and 
while it had not been given with the dis- 
tinct understanding that it should be pub- 
lished, there was no injunction of secrecy. 

Publications had begun to appear con- 
cerning the credit for the victory. This 
had been referred to during the witness's 
visit to Rear Admiral Howison, and in re- 
ply the Rear Admiral stated, so the witness 
testified, that Sampson was entitled to the 
credit of the victory at Santiago. Rear Ad- 
miral Howison described the duties which 
had devolved on Sampson; how the vessels 
had been placed off the entrance of the 
harbor to guard against the escape of the 
Spanish fleet. The witness said Rear Ad- 
miral Howison stated that if the American 
fleet had been defeated Rear Admiral 
Sampson would have been asked why it 
had occurred. Mr. Frost said he had sug- 
gested that the public seemed disposed to 
give the credit to Schley, In response, he 
testified, Rear Admiral Howlson went on 
to say that Sampson’s standing as an offi- 
cer and as &@ man was greatly superior to 
that of Schley. 


SNEERED AT SCHLEY. 


““What he said,”’ pursued the witness, 
“inclined me to the belief that he had ne 
use for Admiral Schley.” 

The witness also gave in detail the cir- 
cumstances leading up to the publication. 
On cross-examination the precept was 


shown him, and he was asked by Solicitor 
Hanna if Rear Admiral Howison had ex- 
pressed an opinion on the points in the pre- 
cept. The witness thought he had not, as 
many points in the precept were not in- 
volved in the conversation. The witness 
adhered strictly to his first statement. On 
redirect examination Mr. Raynor asked: 
“What was Admiral Howison’s manner 
during his conversation with you?” 

“ He spoke of Schley in what I would call 
a sneering manner,” replied the witness. 

Occasionally during the examination of 
this witness there was slight issue between 
eounsel, but on the whole there was little 
or no objection to the lines'on which the 
evidence was developed. , 

There had been no announcement of the 
names of witnesses who would be intro- 
duced to substantiate Mr. Frost's testimony 
as to Rear Admiral Howison’s attitude 
toward Rear’ Admiral Schley, and consider- 
able interest was manifested when the next 
witness, William E. Spon, of the firm of 
Spon & Chamberlain, book sellers and pub- 
lishers in New York and London, made his 
appearance. 

Mr. Spon testified that he had been a 
passenger on the steamer . Minneapolis, 
which had sailed from London for New 
York Oct. 11, 1900, and that Rear Admiral 
Howison also had been a passenger on the 
same vessel on this voyage. The witness 
related that one day during the voyage 
the Sampson-Schley controversy came _ up, 
and one gentleman expressed himself as 
favorable to Rear Admiral Sampson. Mr. 
Spon had taken the opposite side, and in 
his effort to show that Sampson was not a 
fit man for that position had remarked 
that the Rear Admiral had been the last 
member of the Board of Ordnance to agree 
to the use of smokeless powder by the 
navy. 

Continuing, Mr. Spon said that Rear Ad- 
miral Howison came within hearing of the 
conversation at this point, and, walking 
up to the group, said: ‘I correct you; this 
is not so. You men do not know what you 
are talking about. You don’t know any- 
thing abut it. Sampson is very much re- 
spected and looked up to, especially by the 
younger members of the navy.”’ Continuing, 
the witness said that some colloquy had 
followed, after which Rear Admiral Howl- 
son had said: ‘“ Anyhow, Schley should 
have been court-martialed. He was the 
main cause of all this controversy in the 
newspapers.”’ 

Mr. Spon added that Rear Admiral Howil- 
son had seemed much excited during his 
conversation, and that the other members 
of the party had listened in silence to what 
he had to say. 


A VIOLENT PARTISAN, 


“From his whole manner,” the witness 
went on, “I inferred that he was a very 
violent partisan of Sampson and corre- 
spondingly prejudiced against Schley. He 
was not content to correct me as to Ad- 
miral Sampson, Dut seemed willing to say 
bitter things, almost vindictively, against 
Admiral Schley.”’ 

Mr. Spon was immediately succeeded by 
Mr. Foster Nichols of Yonkers, N. Y., 
which is Rear Admiral Howison’s place of 
residence. Mr. Nichols is interested in naval 
publications, and in this capacity called 
upon Rear Admiral Howison last July 1 to 
obtain from him notes for a biography of 
the Rear Admiral. 

He stated that the day on which the call 
was made was very hot, and on that ac- 
count the Rear Admiral had asked to be 
excused from granting an interview. Mr. 
Nichols sald that after this conversation 
he had produced a copy of the work which 
his house was getting out, containing 
sketches of the leaders in the Spanish- 
American war, and containing pictures of 
Sampson and Schiey. The witness said that 
at the sight of Schley’s picture Howison 
said Schley had no business in the navy 
and added that if Schley were in the Eng- 
lish Navy he would have been put out for 
less cause than there is in his case, 

‘“*T asked,’”’ the witness continued, ‘“ the 
reason why Schley should have been put 
out. Rear Admiral Howison replied, ‘ For 
disobedience of orders.’ I asked why, if he 

isobeyed orders he was permitted to re- 
main. The Admiral replied, *‘ Because he 
gave the excuse that he had to go to port 
to coal; yet everybody knows that coaling 
at sea is possible.’ " 

The witness said he had expressed sur- 
prise at Howison's attitude and that in re- 
aly the Admiral had said: ‘* You wouldn't 
surprised if you were in touch with the 
séntiment amone naval officers.”’ Witness 
said that in response to an inquiry from 
himself, Rear Admiral Howison had ex- 
plained the absence of Rear Admiral Samp- 
son from the scene of action when the San- 
tiago naval battle occurred by saying: ‘‘'The 
explanation is that there had been lack of 
co-operation between the land and naval 
forces, and Sampson was trying to harmon- 
ize them. The day on which the battle oec- 
curred was the last day on earth when the 
Spanish fleet should have been expected to 
come out.” 


HOWISON’S REPLY. 


Rear Admiral Howison having been per- 
mitted to retire returned very shortly and 
read the following statement: 

‘Mr. President and Gentlemen—In reply 
to the objection to me as a member of this 


court, I submit a copy of my personal let- 
ter to the Hon. Frank W. Hackett, which 
has been made public by the Navy Depart- 
ment. 

‘Mr. Frost, I think, is answered in this 
ietter above referred to. 

“Mr. Spon's statement is one I cannot 
father. I positively do not remember his 
face at all. Mr. Frost's face is familiar, 
although I have not seen him for two years 
or mere, and Mr. Spon, by his statement, 
only last October. 

“Mr. Nichols did 
Yonkers, on a very hot day, on Ris own 
business. He would not take ‘no admit- 
tance’ for an answer, and during his stay 
he did discuss with me several navy mat- 
ters, among which was the Sampson-Schiey 
much talked of affair. Our talk was short, 
as I desired him to leave me in peace. 

**I desire to say that I am, as you know, 
here to obey the orders of the department 
to report to you for duty as a member of 
this court; it is not optional with me to 
obey or not obey these orders. My com- 
mission requires obedience. 

“These orders were not sought by me, 
nor are they agreeable ones, but have 
been taught obedience to all lawful orders 
by my lone service in the navy. 

“IT do not propose to enter into the sub- 
ject of my private discussions. I do not 
wish to recall for the information of the 
public what has been said to me by ac- 
quaintances; in fact, it would be a difficult 
task to perform, Private utterances are 
not long retained, particularly when there 
is no personal Interest in the matters under 
discussion. 

**T sincerely hope that during the examit- 
nation of my eligibility for membership,

HOWISON UNDER FIRE. 
Mr. Rayner asked permission to inter- 
rogate Rear Admiral Howison. The court 
granted permission, and the examination 


proved to be one of the most interesting | 


features of the day’s proceedings. Mr. 
Raynor pressed his questions persistently, 
but the Admiral did not at any time com- 
promise in his contention that he was com- 
petent to sit as a judge in this inquiry. 
Before the questioning began Rear Admiral 
Howison remarked that he did not desire 
to go into any private discussion, to which 
Mr. Raynor replied: 

**T will not go into any private matters 
at all, Admiral; but the matter of whether 
or not you had those conversations with 
these gentlemen is one which we will have 
to go into. I will not encroach at all on 
anything that is improper, 1 will be very 
careful about that, because this is no im- 
peachment of your capacity, or integrity, 
either. It is merely a question of whether 
your mind is made up on certain subjects 
in connection with this matter.”’ 

He then asked the Admiral concerning 
Mr. Frost's statement that he (Howison) 
had said that Sampsorr deserved the credit 
for winning the battle of Santiago. 

**T want to know,’’ he said, ‘* whether or 
not you ever said that to Mr. Frost?” 

“Maybe I did,” the Admiral replied, re- 
fiectively, and continued: ‘ 
mander in Chief, I probably did say so— 
not only to Mr. Frost, but to others. I 
am merely talking now of the navy orders 
and regulations and the customs and com- 
mands of the service." 

Being questioned as to his statement con- 
cerning Mr. Spon’s testimony, the Admiral 
replied that he not only did not remember 
Mr. Spon's face, but said that he had no 
recollection whatever of the incident con- 
cerning which that witness had testified. 
‘“‘T tried while he was sitting here,” the 
Admiral said, ‘‘to remember if I had ever 
seen the man before, and I positively can- 
not remember ever seeing him, nor do I 
remember the occurrence of any such cir- 
cumstance as he says did occur at a cer- 
tain place on board of the Minneapolis. I 
did come home on the Minneapolis, but it 
is not my custom to interfere with people’s 
talk when they are talking outside. I 
have had them abuse me, also, aboard 
ship many times when~«I was executive 
officer; I have heard them and recognized 
the men’s voices, but I never went to the 
men about it. I knew that they never in- 
tended that I should hear.{t. I never would 
interfere with a conversation of that kind. 
It would be unreasonable.” 

Mr. Rayner—And you have no recollection 
of your saying anything on that voyage to 
any one on the subject of the Sampson- 
Schley controversy? 

Rear Admiral Howison—I do not remem- 
ber what I said. I may have said some- 
thing on that voyage; I do answer any 
one’s questions if they are asked politely, 
where it doés not make any difference. 


AS TO COURT-MARTIAL. 


Mr. Rayner—You do not recollect saying 
on that voyage to any one that if Schley 
had@ done certain things he ought to have 
been court-martialed? 

Rear Admiral Howison—No; I do not re- 
member making any such remark. But if 
some one, for instance, should come to me 
and say that a certain officer had done a 
certain thing, I might say that under the 
Navy Regulations he would be subject to 
court-martial or discipline of sore sort if 
he had done a certain thing. I would not 
hesitate to say that to you at any time or 
to anybody else. 

Taking up the testimony of Mr. Nichols, 
Mr. Rayner called Rear Admiral Howison's 
attention to the fact that in his formal 
reply he had not denied the statements of 
that witness. The Admiral said he had 
never said to Mr. Nichols that Schley had 
no business in the navy or that a man 
could not remain in the English Navy un- 
der such circumstances 

*T never made any such remark as that 
in regard to Admiral Schley. If anything 
of the kind occurred there it was just as I 
stated in my answer to you before: If he 
(Nichols) had stated to me that Admiral 
Schley had positively disobeyed orders or 
done something that he ought not to have 
done that was liable to discipline, I would 
have said he should #e brought before a 
court-martial. That is simply one of the 
regulations of the service. If people come 
to you and tell you that officers are guilty 
of such and such things, it is natural fer 
you, who knew the regulations and laws 
of the service perfectly, to say: If he is 
guilty of those things he should be court- 
martialed for it. And I still say so, as to 

Mr. Rayner—He says: “I expressed sur- 
prise that he should feel this way toward 
Schley, and he said: ‘ You would not if you 
were in touch with the sentiments among 
naval officers.’ ’’ 

Rear Admiral Howison—Well, how in the 
world could a stranger to me, coming to 
my house on his own business, get me to 
speak in such a way as that unless it was 
in answer to some questions, or unless he 
misinterpreted my answers to him? I have 
not the slightest desire to force myself on 
this court. I do not want to sit on it. It 
is not agreeable duty for me. I have no de- 
sire whatever to do it, and I am not mak- 
ing any excuses for myself or for any of 
mv private discussions with any one out- 
side. I think that is my own affair, and 
nobody else _is asked about these private 
discussions. It is only this one objectionable 
man. I am perfectly willing to get out, as 
I say in my letter. 

Mr. Rayner—But are you willing to ask 
the court to relieve you? 

Rear Admiral Howison—I cannot ask the 
court to relieve me, because they have got 
to do that upon the merits of the case, 

Mr. Rayner—Now, you said just now that 
you have in conversations substantially ad- 
mitted that the credit of the battle of San- 
tiago was due to the Commander in Chief, 
and if Sampson was the Commander in 
Chief, that comes under any of the specifi- 
cations of the precept, have not you made 
up your mind on a very important question 
that is to come before you now? 


ONLY “PRIVATE” TALK. 


Rear Admiral Howison—No, Sir. 

Mr. Rayner—If you have come to the con- 
clusion that Sampson was the Commander 
in Chief, and that the credit of that battle 
was due to Sampson, have you not made 
up your mind on a question that is bound 
to come before you now as a judge of this 
tribunal? 

Rear Admiral Howison—No, Sir. 

Mr. Rayner—Ther why not? 

Read Admiral Howison—Because I do not 
care what naval officer has been talking 
in private, where it is meaningless In more 
senses than one. Naval officers are taught 
from youth up that their oath of office is 
something different from most e0ple’s 
oaths, and an officer can clear up his mind, 
I honestly believe, and:judge from the tes- 
timony that fs given before him Without re- 
gard to what he may have taken from 
newspaper reports or from other reports 
that may have gone before.

SAMPSON NOT ON TRIAL. 


The Judge Advocate—The conduct of Ad- 
miral Schley is in question, net only at the 
battle of Santiago, but in the whole Santi- 
ago campaign. But I may as well say here, 
Mr. President and members of the court, 
of Admiral Sampson's 


conduct upon those occasions is not before 
this court in any way. This is not a com- 
parative question, as to whether some one 
did or did not do better than Commodore 
Schley. lt is a question as to whether 
Commodore Schley did his whole oy in 
the Santiago campaign and at the battle of 
Santiago. gind the general question as to 
whether some other officer of the navy is a 
better man than Commodore Schley or not 
so good a man, is not the point. 

Mr. Rayner—We intend to prove that 
Commodore Sampson was not at the battle 
of Santiago at all, and it becomes a ques- 
tion of who was the commander in chief at 
the battle of Santiago. If Admiral Samp- 
son was not there, then Admiral Schley 
was the commander in chief. . And if a 
judge of this tribunal has already made up 
his mind that Admiral Sampson, as com- 
mander in chief, won that battle, it becomes 
avery pertinent inquiry under the specifi- 
cation as to what was the conduct of Schiey 
during the Santiago campaign.

there has been an opinion expressed 
that point, of course we want to know it, 
and we want to know if it is such an opin- 
ion as to throw upon us 
proof.

Mr. Rayner—Of the North Atlantic; and 
being officially the commander in chief he 
deserved the credit of that victory? : 

Rear Admiral Howison—It depends upon 
what he did and what he did not do wheth- 
er the credit part of it comes tn. 

There was considerable sparring on this 
point with the conclusion that ar Ad- 
miral Howison said any conclusion would 
depend on official reports, and then in an- 
swer to further questions the Admira! said 
that he had discussed the controversy in 
many conversations during the past three 
years on the basis of newspaper reports.

hotheaded or nervous, 

The testimony having been closed, Mr. 
Rayner in a few words called attention to 
the fact that the statements made by the 
witnesses had not been denied. He wished 
it distinctly understood that there is no 
impeachment here of the Admiral's integ- 
rity, or his capacity, or his eminent qualifi- 
cations; and not the slightest criticism of 
any remarks he made at the time. He had 
a perfect right to talk about this matter 
and to come to his own conclusions, but the 
question remained, is the Admiral’s mind in 
such a condition that it throws upon us 
the burden of proof to relieve his mind of a 
prejudice that he has against our side of 
the case?

NON-UNION WORKERS. 


State of Siege Exists at Monongahela 
Piant—Pittsburg Alderman Refuses 
to Evict Striking Tenants. 


PITTSBURG, Sept. 12.—With drawn re- 
volverg, two officers, one a Coal and Iron 
policeman, the other said to be a regular 
city policeman, sat on the top seat of a cab 
and guarded six non-union workmen into 
the Monongahela tin plate plant here this 


afternoon. <A great crowd of sirikers and 


plant were comparatively deserted, but 
when the word was passed that a cab was 
en route to the mill with six non-unionists 
the streets became black with people in a 
few minutes. 

When the rig made its appearance with 
the armed guard aboard pandemonium 
reigned. The crowd hooted and a few mis- 
siles were thrown.

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| SHAMROCK’S SEVERE TEST 


Cup Challenger in a Series of 
Narrow Escapes. 


WEATHERED A FIERCE SQUALL 


Then the Lipton Yacht Early in the Day 
} Nearly Collided with the Steam 
Yacht Giralda. 


When Sir Thomas Lipton said yesterday 
morning, ‘‘The Shamrock is golfig out to 
stretch her new mainsail,” he little thought, 
nor did any one of his party, what kind 
of a stretching it would get, for the yacht 
ran up against a Yankee squall in the 
lower bay that gave her the worst “* knock- 
down "’ that a ninety-footer ever got. 

It was not a “ knock-out,’’ however, for 
the big green yacht, with her 13,000 square 
feet of canvas, came up smiling, so to 
speak, after being practically on her beam 
ends for the space of more than a minute. 
The greatest surprise of the day was the 
fact that the big mast did not go over the 
side, and wreck the yacht completely, for, 
according to the weather station at Sandy 
Hook, close to where the Shamrock was 
struck, the wind blew for ten minutes at 
the rate of fifty-four miles an hour. 

The squall came so suddenly that they 
had no time to shorten sail except to take 
in the fore staysail, so that she had to take 
it with the whole mainsail, jib, and a work- 
ing gaff topsail set. The yacht was off 
the bell buoy at Sandy Hook, bound in, 
after a short spin as far as the middle of 
Gedney’s Channel. The wind had been 
from south to south-southwest and she had 
come in to the bell buoy with sheets eased 
to starboard at a twelve-knot clip. 

Just before the squall struck her sheets 
had been trimmed in so that she would 
weather the red buoys on the north side 
of the channel. She had just filled away on 
the port tack when the squall’ hit her on 


the lee side, putting ner aback and in irons. 
The water as far as the eye could reach 
was feather white, and the wind fairly 
screamed through her shrouds as she gath- 
ered sternway. Things began to look very 
serious for her. Capt. Sycamore never lost 
his head, but shifted his helm, and then, 
as the yacht began to gather headway, she 
felt the full force of the wind. Down she 
went until her rail was out of sight and 
the water boiling - around her hatches. 
The tall mast was leaning at an angle of 
between thirty-five and forty degrees, and 
there was not a man who watched her but 
expected to see the mast go by the board. 
Gradually she righted and forged ahead, 
but a new danger threatened. The yacht 
was now inside red buoy No. 6; she was 
out of the channel and heading directly for 
the east point of that dangerous’ shoal 
known as Flynn's Knoll, where there is 
only fifteen feet of water, and she draws 
about twenty-one feet. Fedring that she 
would strike, some of the crew hailed the 
tug Lawrence, but she could not have 
reached the yacht in time. The moment 
she had sufficlent headway to go about 
Capt. Sycamore jammed his tiller hard 
down and the noble boat responded, stag- 
gering up into the wind until the big main- 
sail slatted like claps of thunder, and it 
looked as {if the jib would jerk the bowsprit 
out of her. But not a rope yarn parted, 
and as she filled away, heeling down again 
to the danger angle, she cleared the shoal 
and was soon out in deep water again. 


HANGING ON TO YACHT’S DECK, 

It had been a narrow escape, but the 
squall had not yet spent its force by any 
means, and the strain#@on the mast and 
gear for the next five minutes was some- 
thing terrific. Standing on that slanting 


deck was impossible, without holding on to 
something. By the advice of John Hyslop, 
the measurer of the New York Yacht Club, 
the first American yachtsman who has 
sailed on the Shamrock, Mrs. W. G. Jame- 
son went below when the squall struck the 
yacht, so as to be clear of the spars and 
gear if anything had carried away. The 
others remained on deck, hanging on to the 
weather rail until the weight of the squall 
had passed and they were able to stand on 
deck again. Then a couple of men were 
sent aloft to unlace the luff of the gaff 
topsail from the mast and send it down. 
A few minutes later the tender Lawrence 
yassed the yacht a line, the mainsail was 
owered, and the yacht made fast to her 
moorings at 2:30. 

Before the yacht was-made fast Sir 
Thomas Lipton was alongside in his launch 
from the Erin. Springing on deck, he anx- 
fously inquired otf Mr. Watson if anything 
had given way during the squall. Upon 
being told that the yacht was as stanch as 
ever he was much pleased, and compli- 
mented Capt. Sycamore on his handling of 
the boat, 

When seen a few moments later on board 
the Erin Sir Thomas said: ‘ No big sloop 
was ever subjected to such an awful strain 
as that. I have Mr. Hysiop’s word for it, 
and Capts. Walker and Hall of the revenue 
cutters Gresham and Chase, both of whom 
have been about forty years at sea, say 
they never saw a vessel behave as splendid- 
ly in such a blow. Why, the yacht was 
nearly on her beam ends. It did not blow 
anything like as hard the day we lost our 
mast on the other side. Capt. Syeamore 
was in a very tight place in that narrow 
ehannel, but he brought her out of it by 
good handling. For .a few moments we 
were afraid she would run aground. We 
went out to stretch a new mainsail, and 
we've done it, haven't we?” 

Mr. Jameson and Mr. Watson are 
pleased with the yacht’s behavior 
such trying circumstances,

LIGHTNING DID NOT HURT HER.

FYSHKRILL”"LANDING, N. Y., Sept. 12.—

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RULES FOR YACHT RACES 


Masters of All Craft Warned to 
Keep Out of the Way. 


CUP COURSES TO BE PATROLLED 


United States Revenue Cutters Given 
Full Authority to Enforce Naviga- 
tion Laws During Contests. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 12.—Capt. Shoe- 
maker, Chief of the Revenue Cutter Serv- 
ice, to-day made public the following rules 
and regulations which will be enforced by 
the United States revenue cutters during 
the international yacht races. 

The attention of all parties concerned, 
owners and masters of yachts, excursion 
boats, and of all craft carrying passengers 
to view the international yacht races Is 
called to the following act of Congress, ap- 
proved May 19, 1896: 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Rep- 
resentatives of the United States of America, in 
Congress assembled, that in order to provide 
for the safety of passengers on excursion steam- 
ers, yachts, oarsmen; and all craft, whether 
as observers or participants, taking part in re- 
gattas, amateur or professional, that may here- 
after be held in navigable waters, the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury be and he 18 hereby 
authorized and empowered in his discretion 
to detail revenue cutters to enforce such rules 
and regulations as may be adopted to insure 
the safety of passengers on said excursion steam- 
ers, yachts, oarsmen, and all craft, whether as 
observers or participants, taking part in such 
regattas. 


Under the aforesaid act of Congress the 
following rules and regulations for the gov- 
ernment and orderly management of all 
water craft and for the safety of passen- 
gers thereon upon the occasion of the races 
referred to, having been submitted by the 
Regatta Committee of the New York Yacht 
Club, with the approval of Capt. Thomas 
D. Walker, United States Revenue Cutter 
Service, the officer in charge of the patrol 
fleet, the same are hereby approved and 
have all the force of law, viz.: 


Rule 1.—Observe carefully the movements of 


the patrol vessels and carry out promptly and 
cheerfully the instructions received from them. 
These vessels will fly the revenue flag at the 
masthead, and these only have authority to en- 
force the rules, 

Rule 2.—A clear space of half a mile about the 
starting line will be maintained until the race 
has started. To accomplish this, the vessels of 
the first, or left division of the patrol fleet, will 
be formed in column extending from the vicinity 
of the starting line to the left, in a direction 
four points from the wind. The second, or right, 
division will form a similar line four points to 
the right of the direction of the wind, (see Dia- 
gram 1.) The two lines of patrol vessels will 
thus form a right angle. All vessels, except the 
judges’ boats or vessels carrying the patrol flag, 
must be kept outside of the patrol lines. The 
space inclosed in the right gle thus formed 
will be reserved for the comffeting yachts. 

Rule 3.-—-If, after crossing the line, the com- 
peting yachts stand on the port tack (as in 
Diagram 2) the second division will form column 
and stand on a course parallel with them, All 
vessels outside the second division will take the 
same course. The first division will form line 
and take the same course as the competing 
yachts. All passenger vessels outside of this line 
will head in the same direction, and be careful 
to keep astern of the line of patrol vessels, The 
entire fleet of vesgels will thus be heading the 
Same course with the yachts,-and will be en- 
tirely clear of them. When the yachts tack, all 
patrol vessels will at once change course and 
steer the course taken by them. Passenger ves- 
sels will do the same. The second division will 
find themselves in line In this case, and the 
first division in column, (Diagram 3.) 

Rule 4—When the competing yachts turn the 
stakeboat for the run in, all patrol vessels will 
head for the vicinity of the finishing point. The 
first division in column, Inverted order, will 
head for a point half a mile to the right of the 
finish line. The second division, in similar for- 
mation, will head for a point half a mile to the 
left of the finish line. Thus a clear space one 
mile wide will be maintained astern of and to 
windward of the competing yachts. (See Dia- 
gram 4.) 

But whether this space for the movement of 
the competing yachts be more or less than one 
mile wide, all vessels present for sight-seeing 
purposes must keep outside of the patrol lines. 
Any intrusion within the patrol lines, irrespect- 
ive of the distance of the latter from the com- 
peting yachts, will be held as a violation of these 
regulations, and the offender Will be rigorously 
dealt with. 

Rule 5—All passenger vessels will 
not to cross astern of, or crowd in upon, the 
competing yachts on the run in, but will remain 
on the outside of the line of patrol vessels, and 
they must also avold crowding about the finish 
line. This Is {mperative. 

Rule 6—If the race be to leeward and return 
the patrol vessels will form two parallel lines 
one mile anart, first division to the left and 
second division to the right, and in this forma- 
tion head the course steered by the competing 
yachts. Passenger vessels must keep outside 
of these lines and observe Rule 5, Until reach- 
ing the outer mark. Rule 4 (Diagram 4) will 
apply. When the yachts turn the outer mark 
and start on the beat back, Rule 3, with the 
patrol tn inverted order, will be observed, 

Rule 7—Should the wind shift during any of 
the races. patrol vessels will tmmediately indi- 
cate the line to be formed, as In the rules above 
laid down, and passenger vessels must keep out- 
side of these lines with as little delay as may 
be consistent with safety. 


FOR THE TRIANGULAR RACE, 


All seafaring men will ufiderstand the 
difficulties in the way of keeping a tri- 
angular course clear, and it is hoped that 
the public will be patient with rules which 
must, from the necessities of the case, bar 
them from’ following the entire course. 
The fact that the competing yachts will be 
faster on the second leg of the course, with 
their sheets eased, than a majority of the 
vessels carrying passengers, renders it im- 
possible to allow these vessels to follow the 
entire course. Therefore the following rule 
becomes imperative and must be carefully 
observed: 

Rule 8—When the competing yachts reach a 
point on the first leg of the course, to be de- 
termined by the officer in charge of the patrol 
fleet, the patrol flags will be lowered to half 
mast and the steam whistles blown on all patrol 
boats. When this signal is made, all vessels 
carrying passengers will run at full speed for a 
position to leeward of the last leg of the course, 
and eas near the second stakeboat as may be, 
without approaching it nearer than half a mile 
(See Diagram 5.) The patrol boats will in thié 
case establish a single line, the first division in 
the lead, to the leeward of the line on which the 
competing yachts will run in, and all passenger 
vessels must find themselves to leeward of this 
patrol line before the yachts turn the second 
stakeboat. On the run in all vessels must be 
careful not to cross the sailing line of the com- 
peting yachts, elther ahead or astern of them, 
but keep to leeward of the patrol line until the 
race is finished. 

The movement of the patrol fleet, steam 
yachts, and excursion boats across the 
triangle from the first leg of the course, as 
shown in Diagram 5, (Rule 8,) presupposes 
that the first, or windward, stretch of the 
competing yachts is to the right from the 
starting point. In the event that the direc- 
tion of the wind fs such that the Regatta 
Committee selects the left leg from the 
starting point as the first leg of the course, 
the movement of the patrol fleet, steam 
yachts, and the excursion boats—when the 
signal is given by the flagship—will be 
across the triangle to the right, or the re- 
verse of the movement shown in Dtla- 
gram 5. 

Rule 9—A_ blank cartridge fired from any one 
of the patrol vessels will indicate that some ves- 
sel is persistently violating some rule. Prompt 
attention to this warning signal will obviate the 
necessity of sending the offender back to New 
York In charge of an officer of the Revenue Cut- 
ter Service and the revocation of the license of 
the Master. 

All masters and owners of water craft of 
all descriptions are hereby warned that any 
violation of the foregoing will be under pen- 
alties for violation of the navigation laws 
of the ee States, to wit, fine and for-

SMART FLEET FOR CUP RACES. 


Many Valuable Steam Yachts in the 
Harbor for the International Event. 
The attendance of yachts at the ap- 

proaching international yacht races prom- 

ises, according to well-known yachtsmen, 
to be the largest known. The anchorage 
of the New York Yacht Club in the East 

River, between Twentieth and Twenty- 

eighth Streets, is the gathering place of the 

yachts, and at present there are about sev- 
enty vessels, representing a value of about 
$40,000,000, at anchor. 

The yachts belong or have been chartered 
by persons residing in various portions of 
the country, and many of them have come 
from England especially to attend the races. 

The largest vessel now at anchor is the 


steel yacht Marguerita, chartered by An- 
ony J. Drexel, the Philadelphia banker, in 
ngland. The vessel arrived at Philadel- 
hia ten days ago, and came to this city 
Wednesday. Mr. Drexel has as his guests 
five prominent Englishmen and their wives. 
Wednesday evening the entire party dined 
at the Waldorf-Astoria, returning to the 
vessel late at night. 
The Marguerita represents an outlay of 


nearly $2,000.00 She registers 1,704 tons; 
is 323 feet over all, has a water line of 272 
feet, 36.6 feet beam, 16.7 feet depth, and 
draws 16.8 feet of water. 

Other yachts at anchor are the Sybarite, 
chartered by George J. Gould; J. Pierpont 
Morgan’s Corsair, the Tuscarora, chartered 
in England by Rebert Ballentine; R. A. C.

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., Sept. 12.—This 
was a crucial day for the eight golfers who 
were left this morning in the contest for 
National championship golf honors, and 
all of the matches were close and exciting. 
The sensation of the day was the defeat of 
Boston's pride, A. G. Lockwood, by young 
Charles H. Seeley of the metropolitan dis- 
trict, and champion of Connecticut.

Naturally enough, for the aims of 
these are diametrically opposite to his 
own. The purpose of the labor organiza- 
tion, whether wisely pursued vr not, is to 
better the condition of the workingman

by securing higher wages, shorter hours, 
and increased privileges. The Socialist 
dreams of a happier human society, to 
be created by the adoption of his nos- 
trums. But both recognize the necessity 
of a Government, of laws, of Legislat- 
ures, of courts and juries. They would 
like to shape these organs of the civil 
system to their own liking, or to control 
them. The Anarchist would destroy 
them utterly. Socialism and organized 
labor do net breed Anarchists any more 
than thistles yield figs. The unlikeness 
forbids that any relation should subsist. 


This is about as far as you can go in 
reasoning about Anarchists, for unrea- 
son is the fundamental characteristic of 
these creatures. While they are the prop- 
er study of the alienist, and while it is 
true that the experienced alienist is the 
only authority whosé opinions would car- 
ry the scientific weight that alone could 
command general respect, the conviction 
is widespread that Anarchist assassins 
are not men of sound mind. The report 
from Buffalo that CzoLGosz was exam- 
ined in prison by physicians and pro- 
nounced sane is not to be too hastily ac- 
cepted in advance of more detailed in- 
formation, It is certain that both Bresc1 
and CZoLGosz exhibit those ignoble traits 
that have come to be described as the 
stigmata of degeneration. They are a 
low type of man. It would require evi- 
dence to remove the impression that un- 
der expert alienist examination the in- 
sane delusion that probably possesses the 
mind of the assailant of the President 
would be disclosed. It is to be noted 
that both Bresci and CzoLGosz ex- 
pressed surprise at the popular rage 
against them after the commission of 
their crimes. In their dreaming and 
brooding, especially if. they were pos- 
sessed of insane delusions, it would be 
altogether probable that they would 
fancy themselves to be charged with a 
high mission of deliverance. They might 
actually believe that when they had 
struck down the representative of civil 
authority, in their view an intolerable 
tyrant, the people would bless them and 


tody an ‘available cash balance”’ of

It would tend to be small 
when the needs of business are large, and 
vice versa, but the tendency in either 
ease would not be strong. The essential 
point is that the money market and the 
bond market are in nowise closely con- 
nected. The purchase of bonds for the 
sinking fund is open to the same com- 
ment. It cannot be relied on Saye as a 
temporary expedient, and is at best un-

satisfactory. 


In seeking a remedy for the present 
difficulties inherent in the Treasury 
methods, two objects must be kept in 
view: One the devising of a system by 
which the business of the Government can 
be done, as is that of every great country 
in Europe, with perfect safety, without 
locking up the surplus receipts in the 
vaults of the Treasury; the other, and 
more important one, the devising of some 
system by which the revenues and ex- 
penditures can be made to correspond 
with some degree of closeness, and the 
amount of money collected in taxes un- 
necessarily can be reduced to a reason- 
able level. The latter requires a radical 
change in the mode of doing business in 
the House of Representatives and the 
creation of a committee that can exer- 
cise some control over both revenue 
measures and appropriations. At present 
these two matters are in the hands of 
two committees with no connection with 
each other, and each proceeding with lit- 
tle or no reference to What the other is 
doing. That is the chief reason why the 
country swings from surplus to deficit 
and back again every few years. And 
that is the chief reason why the opera- 
tions of the Treasury are a constantly dis- 


the Hall of Records confutes the adage 
that it is only the unexpected that hap- 
pens; we must be thankful that Messrs.

This self-imposed re- 
striction, for reasons which it would be 
easier than cOurteous to enumerate, roy- 
alty often finds it pleasant, and therefore 
convenient, to elude, and as even its own 
laws cannot be allowed to stand between 
royalty and the pleasant and theconvenient, 
the morganatic marriage was invented. 
Once these contracts were of a simplicity 
equaled only by their brevity, as the de- 
rivation of the word implies, but of late 
years the necessity—which royalty finds so 
grievous—of giving some weight to public 
opinion has resulted in making morganatic 
marriages much like other marriages, and 
entirely respectable, though they do notgive 
some of the ordinary rights as regards 
the survivor’s inheritance of property, 
titles, and station. As for the Empress 
FREDERICK, she was forty-eight years old 
when her royal husband died, and if, in the 
years that have passed since that event, 
she and the Grand Marshal were moved to 
wed, the mysterious feature of the case is, 
not that they did it, but that they concealed 
it.

CITY BUDGET 10 BE 
OVER $100,000,000 


Heads of Departments Ask for 
Increased Appropriations. 


Mr. Philbin, Who Wants Less, the One 
Exception — Largest Increase 
Asked For by Commis- 
sioner Keating. 


Mayor Van Wyck’s heads of city depart- 
ments are now filing with the Board of Es- 
timate the departmental budgets for 1902. 
The requisitions being made will be acted 
on by the Board of Estimate in September 
and October and the amount of money 
which can be expended on all city depart- 
ments should be determined in the usual 
course of events before election day. An 
attempt may be made to hold back the bud- 
get this year, because a budget of over 
$100,000,000 will have to be provided, and it 
will be the largest in the history of the city. 

The Tammany heads of departments were 
notified that no increases of salaries would 
be allowed and that the budgets must be 
kept down, because it was the year of a 
city election. They were also instructed to 
make no requests for money unless abso- 
lutely necessary. 

The instructions have not been followed 
to the letter. Commissioner Kearney of 
the Department of Buildings, Lighting and 
Supplies makes a requisition for $410,853 
for 1902, and his allowance for 1901 was 
$392,560. This ts an increase of $18,254, in 
spite of the fact that the salary of the 
Commissioner, amounting to $7,500, will not 
have to be paid, as the office is merged 
under the new charter. The main item of 
increase is for ‘extra help,”’ which Com- 
missioner Kearney says is necessary to 
keep the electric plants and steam machin- 
cry in order. There is also a request for a 
large sum of money to pay Tammany of- 
ficeholders for overtime ‘‘ work which may 
have to be done on Sundays and holidays "’ 
in 1002. The extra amount asked for over 
the amount allowed in 1901 is $5,000. Six 
engineers of buildings want their salaries 


raised from $1,000 to $1,277.50. 


Fire Commissioner Scannell wants more 
money to run his department in 1902 than 
was allowed in 1901. The total amount 
asked for the Fire Department. for 1902 is 
$5,285,498, as against $4,868,885, which is an 
increase of $416,613. 

Commissioner Keller of the Charities De- 
partment asks for an increase of $271,225 
over the amount allowed for 1901. The 
total amount asked by Commissioner Keller 
for his department is $1,620,681, as against 
$1,413,033 allowed for this year. Of this 
sum $26,066 is asked to increase salaries, 
and the largest item of increase is $136,000 
for additional supplies. 

Commissioner of Corrections Lantry also 

wants a liberal increase in the allowance 
for his department for 1902. He asks for 
$305,000, as against $235,000 allowed for this 
fear. 
: The Society for the Prevention of Cruelty 
to Children keeps in line with the city Ce- 
partments and asks for an allowance of 
850,000 for 1902, as against $30,000 allowed 
for this year. ‘The requisition was made 
by President Vernon M, Davis. 

Commissioner Shea of tne Department of 
Bridges makes no statement as to the cen- 
dition of the old East River Bridge, put he 
makes a requisition for $47,210 for re- 
airs to the structure to be done in 1902. 
ir. Shea asks for the sum of $538,920 to 
run the Bridge Department next year. « 

The largest requisition made outside of the 
Police, Fire, and Educational Departments 
is made by Commissioner Nagle of the 
Street Cleaning Department. He asks for 
$5,764,501 for 1902, which is an increase of 
$740,284 over the appropriation for this 
year. 

The two largest items of Increase are for 
final disposition in Manhattan and _ the 
Bronz and in Brooklyn. They are respect- 
ively $154,791.50 and $140,184.08. 

Commissioner Keating of the Department 
of Highways asks for the largest increase 
ef.any head of department. He thinks that 
$4,426,194 should be spent on the streets 
and highways in 1902. The amount allowed 
for this year is $2,182,144, and the new 
pequisition represents an increase of $2,244,- 


The increases asked for each borough are 
as follows: 

Manhattan, $550,400; 
Brooklyn, $727,520; Queens, $441,160; Richmond, 
$70,424. ‘ 

The total amount .of Commissioner of 
Parks Clausen’s requisition for 1902 is $1,- 
104,550, as compared with $875,280 allowed 
for this vear. Commissioner Clausen wants 
to spend $289,000 on Central Park for im- 
provements and $123,000 on Bronx Park. An 
increase is also asked for the maintenance 
of the Aquarium. 

The estimate of the Board of Health has 
not yet been made public. The estimate of 
the Police Department, made public a few 
days ago, showed that the Commissioners 
wanted to spend $1,000,000 more on the po- 
lice force in 1902 than is being spent this 


year. 

District Attorney Philbin is the 
official who has asked less for the main- 
tenance of office in 1902 than is being. ex- 
pended this year. District Attorney Phil- 
bin's. requisition is $40,000 less than that of 
District Attorney Gardiner. 

‘‘T feel justified in saying that the publhe 
business can be conducted efficiently with 
smaller disburse ome nts for salaries.’ 

District Attorney Philbin lays stress on 
the fact that with a smaller appropriation 
he has accomplished more in his office 
than did District Attorney Gardiner. In his 
statement he says that from Jan. 1 to 
Aug. 1 of this year 3,368 cases were dis- 
posed of as against 2,975 for the same 
time last year, and this work has been 
done with a reduced staff. In conclusion 
District Attorney Philbin writes: 

“While the department has had to give 
attention to an unusual number of cases 
affecting its municipality and of great 
public importance, requiring at all these 
exc'nusive attentions of one or more mem- 
bers of the staff, vet the reduced force has 
been able to keep pace with a volume ot 
criminal business greater, as I am in- 
formed, than that disposed of in any pre- 
vious year.

BOER OFFICER VISITS 
A RECONCENTRADO CAMP. 


Says He Is Agreeably Surprised with 
Conditions in It—Farms to be 
Confiscated.

LONDON, Sept. 13.—The Pretoria 
correspondent of The Times says: 

“At the invitation of Gen. Blood, 
Lieut. Malan, Aide de Camp to Com- 
mandant Viljoen, visited the refugee 
camp at Middelburg to see for himself 
the condition of the camp, containing 
7,000 men, women, and children. 

“Lieut. Malan made an inspection 
alone, and reported that all in the camp 
were content; that nothing’ was specially 
wanted, and that there was no complaint 
except in regard to the quality of the 
meat, which is the same as is served to 
the soldiers and townsmen, and is poor 
owing to the scarcity of: grazing cattle. 

“Lieut. Malan was agreeably sur-

CZAR AND FRENCH POLITICS. 


If He Goes to - Parte Pari the Nationalists 
Will Declare that He Espouses 
Their Cause.

LONDON, Sept. 13.—The Paris corre- 
spondent of The Times says that the 
question of the Czar’s visit to the French 
capital has developed an actual contro- 
versy, which is carried on almost to bit- 
terness. This shows, says the corre- 
spondent, how party spirit makes a sim- 
ple matter “one capable of exciting im- 
agination.” 

The correspondent adds: 

“The Czar comes to France solely to 
see naval and military demonstrations on 


French territory. There was at first no 
question of Paris, and the royal chateau 
at Compiégne, being conveniently situat- 
ei, was chosen as a residence worthy of 
him. But the Czar’s visit, under the 
thoroughly Republican administration of 
M. Loubet, Waldeck-~Rousseau, André, 
and Millerand, is in itself a rebuff to the 
Nationalists, wresting from their grasp 
on the eve of the elections the poisoned 
arrows they have been preparing for the 
Government. 

“The Paris Municipal Council has a 
Netionalist President and a Nationalist 
majority. They invite the Czar to Paris 
in order to try to get some glory from 
the visit to France, Which they had be- 
lieved he would not pay. If he comes to 
Paris they will declare that he espouses 
their cause,”’

BERLIN, Sept. 12.—The French Govern- 
n:ent, according to dispatches from Paris, 
will ask a credit of 2,000,000f. for enter- 
taining the Czar. 

Although the Danzig festivities are not 
yet over, public interest now centres large- 
ly in the Czar's visit to France, and there 
is much speculation as to whether he will 
go to Paris.

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EXPLOSION IN POWDER 
MILLS KILLED FIVE 


Three Houses at the Oakland (N. 
J.) Works Were Blown Up. 


Many Were Injured Badly, and the Fam- 
ilies in the Village Were Panic- 
stricken—Boiler First Exploded. 


OAKLAND, N. J., Sept. 12.—Three explo- 
sions occurred at the works of the Ameri- 
ean E. C. and Schultze Powder Company 
at this place at 1:30 this afternoon. Five 
persons were killed, two probably fatally 
injured, and many others badly hurt. 

The first explosion was the blowing up of 
a boiler, which caused the two others. 
Smokeless powder is manufactured at the 
works, which are in charge of Capt. Money, 
the well-known pigeon shot. The cause of 
the boiler explosion is not known. 

The dead are: 

WILLIAM TITUS, forty years old, engineer in 
charge of the boiler. 

ARTHUR CURRY, twenty-two years old, driver. 
Home, Newburg. 

JOHN DUPONT, twenty-five years old, employed 
at Isaac’s Hotel. 


RICHARD VAN BLARCAN, 
mason, 


HARRISON WEYBLE, 
driver. 


Those fatally injured are: 
BARTHOLOMEW BURNS, twenty-two years 
old, back broken. 
ANDREW LASSENGER, 

back broken. 

The less seriously injured were William 
Weatherworks, thirty-five years old, mix- 
er; Abram McMonnies, forty years of age; 
Frederick Titus, thirty-five years old, 
brother of the engineer killed; Frederick 
Titus, Jr., son of the engineer killed; Will- 
iam Titus, son of the engineer killed; John 
Farrell, thirty-five years of age, roofer. 

The dinner hour at the works is from 1 to 
2 o'clock. The men killed and injured were 
cating dinner at the time. Dupont, one 
of the killed, had brought dinners to the 
works from the hotel. Among those he 
served Was Engineer Titus. The engineer’s 
brother and sons worked under him. ‘Ti- 
tus, Dupont, and the engineer's relatives 
were near the engine house, while Curry 
and Weyble were seated together not far 
away. The others were near the mixing 
house and the storage room. These and the 
engine house are all brick buildings. 

The works had been shut down about a 


half hour, when the boiler exploded. It 
blew out the sides of the building and 
killed and injured those near it. Within 
five seconds after the boiler exploded and 
while the sound was still ringing in the ear, 
there was a louder and sharper detonation, 
followed in less than a second by another. 
These were caused by the magazine and 
— houses going up. Which went up 
first is uncertain. 

There was an instant panic at the vil- 
lage, but at the works there was perfect 
order. <All who had time to do so threw 
themselves flat on their faces to avold fly- 
ing débris and to escape being knocked 
down. by further explosions that were 
feared. When these did not come, the em- 
ployes coolly took their places to fight fire 
or to moep back the crowds. The fire fight- 
ers ran from building to building, putting 
out the flaming brands hurled out by the 
powder explosions. In doing this they 
took their lives in their hands, for a stray 
spark might have meant another explosion, 

When this danger had been averted the 
dead and injured were cared for. The two 
men with broken backs were almost beyond 
hope. Those less seriously injured were 
scalded and burned. The Titus family 
were all scalded. Some others suffered 
from cuts and lacerations caused by being 
hit by flying bricks. Doctors were sent 
for from the village and near-by places. 

Outside the grounds men, women, and 
children formed an excited mob. Those 
who found their relatives doing guard about 
the works were happy. Thdse bvicr age rela- 
tives had been killed or were inside Ffight- 
ing the fire or caring for the injured rushed 
about, screaming and hysterical, It was a 
long time before news of a definite char- 
acter come out of the works. Meanwhile 
bits of information which filtered out said 
that seven men were dead and as many 
more fatally hurt. It was not until the 
less hurt, bandaged and attended by 
friends, began to emerge that the true 
facts became known. 

Mrs, Titus was informed early that her 
husband was dead and that some of her 
sons were hurt. She and her other five 
children formed a sad group as they walit- 
ed to claim the chree injured members and 
the body of the father. 

The two men with broken backs were sent 
to the Paterson Hospital, while the others 
were taken to their homes. County Physi- 
cian McBride of Paterson came here late 
in the afternoon and allowed the removal 
of the dead. He will order probably an 
inquest.

The uproar | 
with which “The Whirl of the Town” was 
greeted is, however, taken, with the out- 
cries at Nat Goodwin's best situations in 

“When We Were Twenty-one” and_the 
applause with which an English girl, Evie 
Greene, is greeted in Edna May's produc- 
tion, as indicating a persistent desire to 
make things disagreeable for American 
Managers and players. The newspapers 
treat the subject conspicuously as a protest 
against American control of London thea- 
tres and the production in English-owned 
theatres of American plays. As one critic 
says, “ The ‘gods’ were having their re- 
venge upon American management.” 

Editorially The Evening News says: 

“In our opinion this demonstration was 
not, as has been suggested, due merely to 
the sentiment of theatrical protectionism. 
The way in which one London theatre after 
another passes into the hands of Americans 
is indeed distasteful to our national pride. 
But, after all, want of enterprise on the 
part of Englishmen must be the main cause 
of it. We have ourselves to thank.’ 

The paper thinks that the hooting last 
night was a protest against a surfeit of 
musical farces. 

The Echo, however, regards what it calls 

‘the dignified protest at the Century" as 
pele not so much against the play as 
against the *“‘ American invasion,’ adding: 

it is not for the best interests of the st 
that London should be tinundated wit 
American managers, playwrights, and play- 
ers. The Echo protests against the “ cor- 
ner"’ in theatres. 

C. E. Hamilton, Mr. Gillette’s business 
manager, states that he and Mr. Gillette 
have received a number of letters from peo- 
ple whe were in the audience on Monday 
expressing regret at the way in which the 
eritics treated the performance because 
four or five men in the oer * booed.” 


ANARCHISTS CUT OUT OF PLAY. 


“The New Yorkers” Had to be Rewrit- 
ten Because of Three of its 
Characters. 

Rehearsals of ‘‘ The New Yorkers,” a mu- 
sical comedy, which is booked for its first 
oreiadtian at the Herald Square Theatre 
on Oct. 2, were discontinued yesterday until 
Glen McDonough and George V. Hobart, 
the librettists, could rewrite the book. 

James Lederer, speaking for Lederer & 
Leavitt, the producers of the comedy, said 
that three of the characters in the plot 
were Anarchists. As the managers believed 
that public opinion at present was so bitter 
against Anarchists that theatregoers would 
not tolerate them even as comic opera char- 
acters, it was decided to rewrite the play, 
omitting all reference to anarchy.

DEATH LIST OF A DAY. 


Monsignor Stephan. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 12.—Monsignor Ste- 
phan, Director of the Catholic Indian Mis- 
sions since 1884, died here to-day. 


Monsignor Stephan was a practical In- 
dian missionary, having labored among the 
Indian tribes for many years. He also 
served as a chaplain in the civil war. In 
March, 1899, he celebrated his golden jubi- 
lee in the priesthood. On that occasion the 
Pope honored him by raising him to the 
dignity of Prothonotary Apostolic. This is 
the highest honor which is ever conferred 
on Catholic clergymen of lesser rank than 
that of Bishop outside of Rome. A few 
years previous to being made Prothonotary 
Apostolic Father Stephan was made pri- 
vate chamberlain of the Pope, with the 
rank of Monsignor.

THOMAS ESTATE TO SUE CITY. 


Will Ask for Damages Because of the 
Award of Hall of Records Work 
to Horgan & Slattery. 


It is not the purpose of the attorney for 
the estate of John R. Thomas, who de- 
signed the new Hall of Records, to take any 
action looking toward superseding Horgan 
& Slattery, the Tammany contractors who 
were appointed on Wednesday by the Board 
of Estimate and Apportionment to succeed 
Mr. Thomas as supervising architects of the 
building. But the city will, it was said 

yesterday, be the defendant in a suit for 
de images to be filed by Mr. Thomas's es- 
tate, of which Ashbel P. Fitch is the coun- 
sel, 

‘“* Yes, I think action against the city will 
be taken at the proper time,’ said Mr. 
Fitch. ‘‘ We consider the action of the 
board yesterday an inexcusable wrong to 
us, but whatever the city authorities might 
do in a matter like this would not affect our 
rights, and we can appeal to the. courts 
that those rights be upheld. That is all 
we shall do. We shall not try to get the 
contract away from those to whom it has 
been given. 

An opinion has been expressed that the 
estate of Mr. Thomas would have ground 
for redress on the basis that the reputation 
of the architect might be affected by the 
methods of the new contractors. They 
might, for instance, add spires or columns 
or other features that he had not planned, 
and yet his name would still remain on the 
cornerstone as the architect. It was an- 
nouficed yesterday that the Hall of Rec- 
ords Association, after a conference with 
some of the city officials, had decided 
there was no ground upon which the or- 
ganization could take action to prevent 
Horgan & Slattery doing the work. The 
officials of the association, however, will 
watch the progress of the building to see 
that no serious alterations of the original 
plans are made. 

Mr. Thomas's will was admitted to pro- 
bate in the Surrogates’ Court yesterday.

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MARKET MOVEMENT. 


For the greater part of the day yes- 
terday the stock market was a hesitat- 
ing and halting one, waiting upon the 
outcome of the meeting of the Directors 
of Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul, at 
2 o'clock, when dividend action was 
taken. Inasmuch as St. Paul is in these 
times, because of its representative char- 
acter and position, looked upon as more 
or less of a market pivot, even the pro- 
fessional operators were for the most 
part inclined in the early day to go slow 
in the way of extend.ng their market 
commitments, the famillar argument be- 
ing advanced: “As goes St. Paul, so 
goes the rest of the market.” That is to 
say, Were the St. Paul dividend to be in- 
creased, as many traders confidently 
predicted it would be, the whole market 
would be favorably influenced; while, 
per contra, should the Directors declare 
only the regular dividend, it was argued 
that, because of the hopeful popular ex- 
pectations, this would be regarded as 
disappointing and the whole list would 
sag off accordingly. 

While it happens more often than not 
that the general Street predictions fail 
to develop as per schedule, yesterday 
they were amply fulfilled. When, the 
St. Paul dividend meeting over, the an- 
nouncement was made that only the 
regular dividend had been declared, there 
Was at once a rush to sell stocks, long 
and short, which not only broke St. Paul 
4 points, but carried the general list 
down with it. This heaviness continued 
practically until the close of the market, 
the final dealings showing weakness, 
though some very excellent support was 
forthcoming on the decline. In a meas- 
ure this weakness was added to by the 
distinct heaviness of Amalgamated Cop- 
per, usually regarded as a Standard Oil 
stock, which was under pressure all day, 
closing with a net decline of 2 points on 
what looked to be inside selling. Other 
weak features were Sugar Trust stock, 
with a loss of 144; American Smelting, 
which declined 1%; Rock Island, 1%; 
Lackawanna, 3%; General Electric, 4%; 
Erie second preferred, 1; Kansas City 
Southern preferred, 144; Republic Iron 
and Steel, 1%; Republic Iron and Steel 
preferred, 3%, and Twin City Rapid 
Transit, 14. 

On the other hand, those stocks that 
advanced were specialties, not a few of 
them as a result of pool manipulation. 
For instance, Ice Trust stock rose 1% 
points, Texas Land Trusts 3%, Chicago 
Terminal preferred 24%, Evansville and 
Terre Haute 14, and Gas and Electric 
of Bergen 3. The only steady, substan- 
tial buying, in fact, seemed to be in the 
Vanderbilt issues, whose advances on the 
day previous had been a feature of the 
market. Yesterday Canada Southern 
advanced 24, while Nickel Plate and 
New York Central at the close of the 
day showed fractional net gains. Apro- 
pos of this, the latest report on the Street 
is that one general company is to be 
formed to take over all the Vanderbilt 
stocks and to issue its own stock in ex- 
change. 

Yet, despite this activity in the last 
hour of trading, the total dealings for 
the day were the smallest in some time, 
barely exceeding 400,000 shares. As on 
the previous day, these dealings were not 
well distributed, St. Paul, Atchison, Erie, 
Amalgamated Copper, Southern Pacific, 
Union Pacific, and United States Steel 
contributing more than one-half of the 
entire market transactions. 

As might be expected under the cir- 
cumstances, the action of the St. Paul 
Directors was much a subject of discus- 
sion. In conservative quarters the step 
taken is generally commended, and for 
various reasons. In the first place, this 
payment will represent (6 per cent. for 
the year—or 1 per cent. more than the 
stockholders received last year. In the 
second place, during the twelvemonth, 
there has been a 10 per cent. increase in 
the dividend-bearing capita! of the com- 
pany, necessitated by the extensions 
planned by the management. And, in 
the third place, the controlling interests 
in the. property, merely continuing the 
conservative policy which has made the 
system the representative one that it is 
and altogether free from the stigma of 
stock jobbing, have refused to allow 
themselves to be influenced by profes- _ 
sional market manipulators; but, in- 
stead, have gone ahead with an eye to 
the future, looking to conserve the best 
interests of the shareholders in the final 
count. It is an admitted fact that the 
earnings for the last fiscal year would 
amply have warranted the payment of 
an extra dividend at this time. But, 
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though this be so, it is further admitted 
that, hopeful as the present outlook is, 
the fact must not be lost sight of that 
with a very serious shrinkage in the 
country’s corn crop and a probable im- 
pairment of the West’s purchasing pow- 
er, though it be but slight, the present 
remarkable earnings of the company 
may not continue, but may decrease. 
Under the circumstances, therefore, it is 
understood that the management felt 
that it would be the part of prudence 
and of foresight to make provision for 
just such a contingency by husbanding 
resources—to prepare, in brief, for a lean 
year if it should come. Six months hence 
it will be known to what extent earnings 
and business will suffer from the corn 
crop shortage. If then, present conserv- 
atism be proved to have been needless, it 
will not be too late to reward stock- 
holders for their patience. If, on the 
other hand, the policy adopted yesterday 
be proved to have been well taken, there 
will be no regrets. Better, so observing 
Wall Street declares, be too conservative 
than not conservative enough. 

This principle, indeed, has had strik- 
ing illustration this week in the case of 
Republic Iron and Steel, the Directors of 
which deliberately continued dividend 
payments on the preferred stock, not- 
withstanding a shrinkage of over $4,000,- 
000 in gross earnings during the year— 
notwithstanding that fully one million 
of the dividends so paid were never 
earned. The shareholders of that com- 
pany are now paying the penalty by a 
material shrinkage in the market value 
of their securities, the preferred stock 
yesterday dropping over 3 points, to 6544. 
And yet this stock actually pays a high- 
er dividend rate than St. Paul. 

So far as the general market is con- 
cerned there is little to say. Some of 
the larger interests, opposed to any wild 
speculation at this time, are cautioning 
against overtrading, pointing out that 
money market conditions are still unset- 
tled—the call rate at one time yesterday 
jumping to 6 per cent.—and that the 
crop news is not of the best. Yet they 
are not advising sales of long stock, 
merely suggesting patience until such 
time as the situation becomes more clear. 

Now that the Street has come to accept 
Mr. McKinley’s recovery: as assured, less 
attention is being paid to the Buffalc 
dispatches. In like manner, because of 
the many unconfirmed stories of a steel 
strike settlement, the Street refuses tc 
“bite” at every settlement tale put out. 
Yesterday’s weakness in the Steel stocks 
reflected selling by buyers disappointed 
at the delay in adjusting the matters in 
dispute. 

The London market was dull, but 
somewhat higher on the more favorable 
outlook for peace in South Africa. Bare- 
ly 10,000 shares were bought in this 
market. 

A somewhat mturentina: feature of the 
market was the sale of 100 shares of 
Northern Pacific common stock at 122! 
the first in some days. Its transfer was 
without significance. 


ST. PAUL DIVIDEND UNCHANGED. 


Much to the discomfiture of the many 
professional operators who on the floor 
of the Stock Exchange had been laying odds 
of 2 to 1 that the dividend on St. Paul 
common stock would be increased the Di- 
rectors of that company at their meeting 
yesterday made no change whatever, de- 
claring the regular semi-annual dividends of 
8 per cent. on the common stock and 3% 
per cent. on the preferred stock. This was 
so distinct a disappointment to traders and 
the small fry generally, who had bought 
the common stock in the belief that there 
would be declared elther an extra 1 per 
cent. dividend or a 3% per cent. regular, 
that they immediately tumbled overboard 
their shares, breaking the quotation at one 
time to 1606%—a decline of over®4 points 
from the high figure of the day. At that 
price good support was forthcoming, the 
close being relatively steady at 161, a net 
loss of 2% points on dealings in 57,000 
shares. 

In conservative quarters, the action of 
the Directors was commended, for it is 
pointed out that with the loss of the corn 
crop earnings are not unlikely to fall off, 
and therefore that it Is a policy of pru- 
dence to husband resources at this time. 
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Summarizing this conservative view, Mr. 
Rosenblatt of the international banking 
house of Zimmerman & Forshay yesterday 
sent the following cablegram to foreign 
customers of the house: 


The action of St. Paul Directors shows that 
they have the utmost confidence in the market 
situation, They would have been fully warranted 
to raise the dividend to 7 per cent, in view of 
the excellent condition of the property. Notwith- 
standing this knowledge, they acted conservative- 
ly, and this shows that they did not fear any 
{mpression unfavorable to the market. The state- 
ment of the company is no doubt a good one, 
and the insiders appear to be ready to take all 
stock offered on a scale downward.

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SCHEME T0 RELIEVE 
OVERCROWDED ‘SCHOOLS 


Pupils to be Received Where There 
Are Vacancies. 


60,000 Children Will Have Half Time 
and 5,000 No Instruction Unless 
Provision Is Made. 


Superintendent John Jasper of the public 
schools of the Boroughs of Manhattan and 
the Bronx, is putting into operation a he w 
plan to relieve the congestion in the schools 

¥ 
of the city. On the opening day of the 
school year 2,395 children were re fused ad- 
mission, while 15,069 were put in ps urt-time 
classes, with a promise of both these num- 
bers increasing by the end of the week. It 
is to the problem of caring for these chil- 
Gren that Mr. Jasper’s scheme is directed. 

The reports which have been made to the 
Borough Superintendent indicate that there 
are seventy-six overcrowded sc -hools in the 
city. These are for the most part situated 
on the lower east side, and in the Borough 
of the Bronx and in Harlem, above One 
Hundred and Tenth Street. TARere are on 
the other hand some thirty-five schools 
with vacant sittings, the total number of 
these vacancies aggregating 22,1¢ 51. 

Mr. Jasper has had a chart made showing 
the exact number of vacancies in each 
school and each class, and the reason for 
those vacancies, if any particular reason 
is assigned. This chart is based upon a 
eareful investigation made by the Asso- 
clate Superintendents of the two borougns. 
Upon the basis of the showing here found, 
an Associate Superintendent has been as- 
signed to each school to endeavor to fill up 
the vacancies by making judicious selec- 
tions of pupils from schools in neighbor- 
hoods not far removed. 

The Borough Superintendent believes 
that by this plan about half the vacant 
sittings can be filled up. He says that 
there will be fully 18,000 in part-time 
classes to account for, but that it is his 
purpose to see to it that every child of the 
compulsory school age shall have a place 
in. a- full-time class by the end of next 
week, 

Full reports have now been received by 
Superintendent Maxwell of just what the 
condition was on the opening day of school. 
According to these reports there were 
417,297 childien actually in attendance on 
the opening day. The number registered 
Was very much larger. In Manhattan Bor- 
ough the attendance was 234,671, while the 
registration was 263,668. This would indi- 
cate that the total membership of the 
schools on the opening day was about 
470,000, which is just about the number 
that. Superintendent Maxwell estimated on 
Monday would have to be provided for. 

The report from the Boroughs of Man- 
hattan and the Bronx showed, in addition 
to the figures before mentioned, that the 
number of teachers, including Principals, 
who were present on the opening day was 
5.964. The number absent was 225. The 
numrber of part-time classes organized was 
205, and 15,069 pupils, as stated, were put 
in part-time classes.

Walsh reported 
Brooklyn 115,782 
full-time classes 
and $2,236 in part-time 
classes, a total of 147,068. Those refused 
‘admission from the elementary schools 
numbered 546, and from the high schools 
100, a total of 706. The Borough Superin- 
tendent reported that it would be possible 
to accommodate those excluded from the 
high schools within ten days or two weeks. 

rom the Borough of Queens, Superin- 
tendent Kdward L. Steveus reported that 
the attendance of the opening day was 
24.310, and on the day succeeding 26,06). 
On the first day 971 pupils were put in 
haif-time classes and 2,760 in part-time 
classes, while 914 applicants were refused 
admission altogether. The Superintendent 
said that these figures would increase by 
between 5 and 10 per cent.’ by the opening 
of the second week of the term. 

in Richmond Borough no trouble at all 
appears to have been encountered. Bor- 
ough Superintendent Hubbard R. Yetmun 
reported that 9,5) pupils were admitted. 
None was placed in half or part time 
classes and none was refused admittance. 

These reports show that a total of 4,015 
children were refused admission to the 
schools of the whole city on Monday, and 
that it was necessary to place 51,045 pupils 
in half or part-time classes. As these fig- 
ures are likely to increase by perhaps 20 
per cent. by the Ist of October, 0,000 chil- 
dren will have to be accommodated with 
part-time classes unless some special pro- 
Vision is made, and about 5,000 will be re- 
fused admittance altogether.

‘lam glad I am not in English politics, 
for the speeches made are meaningless and 
have no point to them. Still, you read in 
The Times of the wonderful and masterly 
oration delivered on the previous day by 
Mr, Asquith and of the bold and cutting 
words of Mr. Gray. I heard both these 
gentiemen speak, and their sayings were 
unintelligible to me, and the editorials, 
while heavy, had no point or pith to them, 
yet they were fulsome with praise for the 
speakers mentioned. I have an impression 
that those gentlemen, as well as the edito- 
rial writers, have a high political gmagi- 
tion, and that's all, 

“The Boer war has proved a _ terrible 
blow to England. It has cost her her mill- 
tary prestige, and the people of the Conti- 
nental countries are astonished at her 
weakness. This state of affairs is viewed 
with the greatest alarm in Germany, which 
has always considered England to ‘be her 
powerful ally in case of trouble’ with 
France and Russia. Now the people of 
Germany realize that England, being un- 
able to suppress a small force of Boer 
farmers, would be a poor ally in case of a 
conflict with the trained millions of sol- 
eiers in the armies of France and Russia. 

* Even should the Boer war end now the 
seizure of the two Republics and whatever 
gold and diamonds it may ever bring to 
England will never pay the latter for the 
loss .of her military standing among the 
other nations. She has already got the 
punishment she deserves for her brutal 
treatment of the independent people of 
South Africa.’ 


MUDDY ROADS FOR AUTOS. 


Poor Touring to Syracuse, but Bishop 
Arrives in the Lead. 
Special io The New York Times. 

SYRACUSE, N. Y., Sept. 12.—Wet wea- 
ther and muddy roads gave no end of trou- 
ble to the automobolists to-day who are 
making a six-day endurance test run th 
Buffalo. Their arrival at this place this 
evening completed 307 miles of the total of 
464 miles, and the hardships of the day's 
run put a few more motor vehicles out of 
commission. Shortly after leaving Utica 
this morning the little gasoline runabout 
of G. N. Pierce ran into a hole in a pave- 
ment and turned a complete somersault. 
One wheel was smashed, but a new one 
was secured at a shop, and after an hour s 
delay, the automobile was able to continue 
the journey. President A. R. Shattuck of 
the Automobile Club of America, who ar- 
rived in Syracuse at 3:30 P. M., said that 
the test was certainly one of ‘endurance, 
as the roads were in frightful shape. 

The run to-day was from Herkimer, stop- 
ping at Oneida for lunch, a total distance 
of sixty-five miles. David Wolfe Bishop, 
with his big French racer, succeeded in 
keeping the lead. He ieft Herkimer 
shortly after 8 o'clock, and was the first 
to show up at Oneida, getting in at 10:23. 
He was also the first to reach Syracuse, 
arriving at 2:54. The leaders kept very 
well together, in spite of the miserable 
touring conditions, and they demonstrated 
mest conclusively the utility of well-made 
automobiles to withstand hard usage. Two 
steam vehicles arrived immediately after 
Bishop, at 2:35 and 2:41 respectively. Then 
came C. Arthur Benjamin in a %\-hoerse 
power steam machine, at 2:43. A six-horse 
power Stanhope followed one minute later, 
and at 2:53 G. B. Pettingill arrived. "The 
others came in rapidly after that. Over a 
dozen vehicles reported by 30, The run 
to-morrow will be to Rochester, a distance 
of 87 miles. 
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TENEMENT HOUSE LAW 
VIOLENTLY ATTACKED. 


Mass Meeting of Property Owners Held 
in Protest. 

Under the auspices of the United Real 
Estate Owners’ Association the first of a 
series of mass meetings to express con- 
demnation of the new tenement house law 
vas held last night in the New york Turn 
Hall, Lexington Avenue and Eighty-fifth 
Street. The large assembly room on the 
third floor was packed to overflowing, 
many of the audience heving to stand in 
the doorways while the speaking was in 
progress, 

During his opening remarks the President 
of the association, Henry Markus, said: 

“When this commission was appointed, 
we had a Governor of this State who—and 
we thank God for it—has been prevented, as 
it were by Providence, from becoming 
President of the United States. Of course 
We are thankful for our President's recov- 
ery from the vile assassin’s attack, but 
especially are we thankful because our 
former Governor was thereby kept from 
taking his place as the Nation's head. 
[Applause.} That Governor we had then 
appointed a Tenement House Commis- 
sion. I don’t think you ever heard 
of many ot the members before 
they were appointed. I know I hadn't. 
There was Robert W. De Forest. He is a 
lawyer. His home is in Washington Square 
North—a good tenement district, isn't it? 
And another member was another lawyer, 
Paul D, Cravath, who lives in Mast Thirty- 
ninth Street, not very far from Fifth Ave- 
nue—another good tenement district, to be 
sure. Then there was James A. Reynolds, 
and the description that fits him is that 
of a professional. reformer. None of these 
three knew a thing about tenements when 
they were made Commissioners. 

“Two members of the commission came 
from Buffalo, where there doesn't exist 
what we here call a tenement house. And 
the two architects in the body had doubt- 
less, neither of them, ever drawn plans for 
a tenement in their lives. Mr. Stokes prob- 
ably never saw one. 

“We real estate 
law that positively destroys property. it 
is a law that orders improvement in al- 
ready existing tenements that are neither 
based on common sense nor on justice. 
[Applause.] The association must take ac- 
tion at once, and through the courts, for its 
members’ protection. Astors and Goelets 
we can’t get to help, but we must enlisy 
all the smaller property holders. We must 
reform the reformers who gave us this 
law."" : 
“This great meeting,"’ 
Fryer, the next speaker, 
real estate owners have 
wrongs perpetrated on them by the Legis- 
lature. While this bill was in passage all 
efforts to have amendments inserted were 
without avail, no matter how much argu- 
ment was used. Never did the commission 
make a tentative report, as is customary 
in such cases. They kept the bill back un- 
til the last part of the legislative session, 
and then it was eVen difficult to get copies 
of the bill. The public was in the dark as 
to what it meant. The incompetence of the 
Commissioners was shown by the fact that 
one of them admitted that he did not know 
how to distinguish in the law between a 
tenement and an apartment house."’ 

The speaker took up the new law section 
by section, and explained wherein he econ- 
sidered it unconstitutional and unfair. He 
said that 1,200 cubic feet of air was re- 
quired in certain sorts of rooms big enough 
for two persons. A room 10 by 10 by 12 
is a fairly large room,"’ he argued. “ it is 
deemed big enough usually for a man and 
his wife. Now according to the law, only 
these two can live in such a room, barring 
certain hard conditions. Suppose a baby 
is born. Must the man and wife move? 
The room, it would seem, is big enough for 
the three, but it can't be used by them. 
What'll you do about it? Eliminate babies? 

‘A crowd of so-called reformers 
pushed this thing through. They call 
that oppose it oppressors of the poor. It 
is the most unjust and unnecessary law in 
regard to buildings that has ever at any 
time been placed on the statute books. It 
ought to be amended. [Cries of ‘Good! 
Good! "'] It ought to be overthrown. [Cries 
of ‘That's better!’) Justice O'Gorman of 
the Supreme Court has already decided 
against one of its provisions. His opinion 
about that portion can be applied to every- 
thing in the law regarding existing tene- 
ments." 

Dr. Gustav Scholer, President of the West 
Side Real Estate Owners’ Association, mace 
® speech in German, practicaliy on the same 
lines followed by the others. Adolph Bloch, 
counsel for the association, then discussed 
the law from a legal standpoint. after an- 
nouncing that he had been making a care- 
ful study of its provisions. About the

“It is a fact that there are many 
in New York that cannot possibly 
tered In compliance with the law It is not 
a question of expense in these cases, but 
simply an utter and absolute impossibility. 
No diseretion is vested in the Building De- 
partment or the Department of ey or 
the Tenement House Commission, The law 
is mandatory, The individual {s deprived 
of his rights and property without due pro- 
‘ess of the law. 

“The houses that now exist have all been 
constructed pursuant to the laws, rules. 
und regulations relating to the construc- 
tion of buildings. Large amounts have 
been invested by those who calculated that 
they would continue to have protection 
under those existing laws and rules, 

‘To my mind, the exercise of the police 
power which has been attempted. or, I 
might say rather, perpetrated, in this case 
by the Legislature is spoliation and confis- 
cation under the korce and guise of law. 

A rae $7 ng wi adopted stating that as 
the buildings affected by Section 7 of the 
law had been erected in accordance with 
legal requireménts at the time of their 


erection. {t was unjust and burdensome to 
make property owners go to a great ex- 
pense in remodeling old buildings. A memo- 
rial to the Legislature will be prepared and 
forwarded in the hope that the new law 
may be modifie ~cl.

GLENNON’S CASE IN 
THE SUPREME COURT

His Counsel Argues Strongly for a 
Change of Venue.

Charges that the Persons Conducting 
the Prosecution Are Eager to 
Secure Political Office. 


The application of Policeman ward G. 
Glennon, indicted for neglect of duty in 
failing to suppress a disorderly house, for 
a change of venue to another county, on 
the ground that it will be impossible for 
him to secure a fair trial here, was placed 
on the calendar of the Supreme Court, be- 
fore Justice Truax yesterday. 

The order to show cause why such a mo- 
tion should not be granted was made sev- 
eral days ago by ex-District Attorney 
Ridgway, who is counsel for Glennon, and 
was then served on District Attorney Phil- 
bin. By some mistake the motion did not 
appear on the motion calendar in Special 
Term, Part I., yesterday morning, but Mr. 
Ridgway and a representative of the Dis- 
trict Attorney's office agreed that it should 
be added to the calendar and argued. 

‘Why do you want a change of venue? 
inquired Justice Truax of Mr. Ridgway. 

“I say the charges in the indictment 
have created public opinion necessarily det- 
rimental to this defendant,’’ replied Mr. 
Ridgway, “‘and, without any reflection on 
any judicial cffice, that a feeling of preju- 
dice has been engendered by various acts 
of public officials and expressions of public 
officers, bearing on the questions of this 
defendant's innocence or guilt. An im- 
pression has been created among the com- 
munity from which the petit jury must be 


drawn to try him, and has developed in it 
an atmosphere of suspicion, so that a fair 
and impurtial jury cannot be had.” 

Mr. Ridgway then cited instances in 
which cases ot public importance had been 
transferred for similar reasons, and read 
from an affidavit made by Glennon, in 
which the defendant said he had in his 
position as a patrolman, an opportunity to 
uscertain public sentiment which was not 
in sympathy with the police. He alluded 
ulso to the Parkhurst society crusade, 
which resulted in the investigations of the 
Lexow Committee, several police officers 
being afterward indicted for bribery, extor- 
tion, and other crimes 

The newspapers, Mr. Ridgway said, had 
published articles and strong editorials al- 
teging that the Police Department was act- 
ing in complicity with evil-doers. 

*] can conceive,” said Mr. Ridgway, ‘‘ no 
greater intimidation than for any public 
Journal, any newspaper, to hold up to not 
only ridicule and contempt before this com- 
munity, but intimate that a person should 
in considering the testimony presented 
against him on a trial ignore the existence 
ot a reasonable doubt or decide the inno- 
cence or guilt of a defendant on other than 
strictly legal evidence.” 

Counsel then referred to _ resolutions 
passed by a convention of ministers of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church condemning 
the police force and deciding that the 
Chureh should take some action. These 
statements, said Mr. Ridgway, had un- 
doubtedly impressed the whole community 
unfavorably, and furnished grounds for a 
vhange of venue, 


Mr. Ridgway then spoke of Justice Je- 
rome, and said it was simply a question of 
taste on his part as to whether he should 
add ao his judicial functions those of a 
prosecutor, and with an axe break into 
places to execute warrants issued by him. 
Justice Jerome's action, however, he said, 
tended to show that he had no confidence 


in the pollee, and therefore to prejudice the 
community against the force. 

“We are now engaged,’ concluded Mr. 
Ridgway,.**in a great political conflict, and 
the persons who are interested in this 
prosecution are those who desire office, 
should the present administration be de- 
feated. Some public officials are for the 
same reason interested in the persecution 
of men like Glennon, and desire to use the 
courts of this State to gain some political 
advantage. 

“We therefore ask 
transferred to some other county, where 
we can secure an honest and impartial 
jury, whose members will have no interest 
in the political quarrels now being waged 
in this city. and who will try the case as 
the law intends, and without being made 
the objects of newspaper denunciation or 
condemnation.” 

Justice Truax reserved his decision.
